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Attempt ‘to tie the purse strings’ 

Police swoop 
on the IRA’s 
paymasters

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MORE than 1,000 police offi¬ 
cers in England and on both 
sides of the Irish border yes¬ 
terday carried out raids aimed 
at smashing the IRA’s finan¬ 
cial network. 

In the largest joint operation 
by the two countries, armed 
directives seized cash, comput¬ 
ers holding thousands of fi¬ 
nancial records and drugs, 
including Ecstasy and canna¬ 
bis. in 41 raids in London, 
Surrey, Merseyside, Lanca¬ 
shire, Northern Ireland and 
the Irish Republic. 

An Irish security source 
said: “We are trying to tie the 
purse strings of IRA active 
service units in Bri tain " Four 
arrests were made in London 
and four In the republic. 

But the success of what is 
thought to be die most exten¬ 
sive attack on die multi¬ 
million pound criminal 
empire funding the IRA~could 
be tarnished by news that the 
organisation’s financial con¬ 
troller, a Dublin business¬ 
man. had avoided capture. 

A security, source in Duhtnn 
said last night that die IRA 
“godfather" appeared to have 
covered his tracks ahead of die 
dawn arrests. The unnamed 
figure is said to have master¬ 
minded funding through rack¬ 
ets ranging from drug 
trafficking to car theft and 
fraud. 

The Dublin source said: 
“We are still in with a chance 
of making this key arrrest But 
at any rate, the hope is that 
todays operation will have 
successfully, blocked the 
paramilitaries' cash route."

Inkatha election deal greeted with jubilation

EM PRETORIA 

ONLY days away from the. 
South African' election, die 
leaders of the Inkatha Free¬ 
dom Party, the African Nat¬ 
ional Congress and the 
government signed an agree¬ 
ment t h at will bring Inkatha 
into next week’s elation. All 
sides promised to try to quell 
the present violence. . 

The dramatic agreement, 
brokered by a Kenyan politi¬ 
cian, and assisted by the 
Anglo-American Corporation, 
the country's biggest mining 
and industrial conglomerate, 
was greeted ecstatically 
around South Africa. Callers 
to radio stations blessed God 
and their political leaders for 


the breakthrough. Even blade 
callers to the independent 702 
radio station in Johannesburg 
Wanted to praise President de 
Klerk' for his statesmanship. 
In the KwaZulu capital of 
Ulundi. therewas singing and 
dancing in the homeland par¬ 
liament. and cars circulated 
with blaring horns. Stocks on 
the Johannesburg Stock Ex¬ 
change rose irrepressibly, 
while the financial rand, a 
measure of overseas confi¬ 
dence. also rose. The price of 
gold and the Krugerrand, a 
store of value in times of 
trouble, plummeted. 

Amid these positive develop¬ 
ments, however, the fiercest 
fighting in years raged in the 
black township of Thokoza. 
Security forces. Zulu migrant 


workers and armed ANC sup¬ 
porters. traded gunfire for 
several hours around a work¬ 
ers’ hostel and in the rubbish- 
strewn streets and tack alleys 
of the township, east of Johan¬ 
nesburg. At least four people 
were killed and many wound¬ 
ed. Three died when rocket- 
propelled grenades were fired 
at the hostel, police said. 
Hostel dwellers poured AK-47 
rifle fire from windows and 
roofs as ANC “comrades", 
some of them masked, sniped 
at them from behind garden 
walls and house corners. 

The agreement was the 
product of three days of talks 
at the Union Buildings in 
Pretoria, but also involved 
some shuttling between the 
party leaders by Professor 


Washington Okumu. 58, who 
described himself as “ambas¬ 
sador at large" of the Kenyan 
opposition party. Ford-Kenya. 

AlTthree leaders paid trib¬ 
ute to Professor Washington’s 
contribution. He described it 
as “an African solution”, and 
suggested that the reason he 
had succeeded where other 
had failed was that he had 
been friendly with both Chief 
Mangosuthu ButheJezi of 
Inkatha and Nelson Mandela, 
the president of the ANC. 
“When you have a situation 
where people have lost trust 
you need someone who under¬ 
stands them and who is trust¬ 
ed by them," he said. 

The Anglo-American jet was 
placed at Professor Washing¬ 
ton's disposal as he shuttled 


from Durban to Cape Town 
and bade to Pretoria. 

The settlement, a six para¬ 
graph document with two 
addenda, was signed by Mr de 
Klerk. Mr Mandela and Chief 
ButheJezi in a packed chamber 
of the Union Buildings. Am¬ 
bassadors and journalists jos¬ 
tled as the three put their 
signatures on the agreement, 
surrounded by weary-looking 
negotiators from all three 
parties. 

The agreement involves the 
calling of parliament for the 
last time next Monday. MRs 
will have to pass another 
constitutional amendment to

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600 lose their jobs as 
condom plant closes

ALMOST all robber condom 
manufacture in Britain is to 
cease. London International 
Group, maker of the Durex 
brand, yesterday announced 
the closure of its factory at 
Chingfbrd, Essex, with the 
loss of 600 jobs. All the 
company’s condoms will in 
future be imported from Spain 
and Italy, both staunchly 
Catholic countries. 

Durex, the country's largest 
condom manufacturer, has 
derided that it is too expensive 
to continue making condoms 
at its antiquated Essex factory. 
Mates, the second largest con¬ 
dom company, which was 
founded by Richard Branson 
of Virgin Airlines and is now 
owned by Ansel L. an Austra- 
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lian company, already im¬ 
ports all its products from the 
United Stales. 

The spread of Aids has 
meant the Chingfbrd factory 
has never been busier, but its 
labour-intensive production 
line is no longer cost effective. 
The newer Durex. factories in 
Bologna and Barcelona are 
highly automated. 

Durex is to keep open its 
factory in Cambridge, which 
manufac tures its revolution¬ 
ary polyurethane condom. 
These are a fraction of the 
thickness of -the traditional 
latex variety and are predicted 
to revolutionise the market

Armed Serbs snatch 
back guns from UN

BOSNIAN Serbs yesterday 
broke into a United Nations 
weapons collection site and 
seized 18 anti-aircraft guns, 
deploying them well within 
the exclusion zone around 
Sarajevo. 

The seizure came as die 
sbdling of Gorazde continued, 
and as moves for a summit 
between America, Russia and 
European Union leaders gath¬ 
ered pace. President Clinton 
and President Yeltsin have 
discussed the possibility of 
meeting to discuss the crisis 
and Mr Yeltsin yesterday de¬ 
manded that the Serb forces 
withdraw and allow UN 
troops to enter the Muslim 

enclave. 

Between 100 and 150 Bosni¬ 
an Serb soldiers, armed with 
automatic rifles, stormed the 
site at the Lukavica barracks 
outside Sarajevo and over¬ 
whelmed about 30 French 
peacekeepers who were 
guarding die weapons. UN 
have been under or- 
to use force if the warring 


parties attempt to reclaim the 
heavy weapons surrendered 
after the Nato ultimatum in 
Ffebruaiy, but no shots were 
fired as the Serbs reclaimed 
the anti-aircraft guns. Serb 
soldiers said they would de¬ 
ploy the weapons around the 
barracks to defend against 
possible Nato air attacks. 

France later demanded the 
return of the seized weapons 
and warned that the Nato 
ultimatum threatening air 
strikes was still in effect The 
Bosnian Serbs are holding 
morethan 100 UN soldiers as 
hostages against further Nato 

attacks. 

• John Major yesterday react¬ 
ed cautiously to the UN call 
for the right to launch air 
strikes to protect the six “safe 
havens" of Bosnia and also 
intensified the pressure on UN 
countries to make good their 
promises to send troop 
reinforcements.

US ambassador leaves with rebuke for Euro-sceptics

THE less influence Britain wielded in 
Europe, the less weight it was tikrfy to 
cany in Washington. Raymond Seitz, the 
outgoing American Ambassador, said In 
a valedictory address last night 
In an impfidf rebuke to Eurosceptics 
who maintain that deeper British in¬ 
volvement in Europe is at the expense of 
the special relationship with America. 
Mr Seitz told The Pilgrims society. 
“America’s transatlantic policy is Euro¬ 
pean in scope. It is not a series of 

individual or compartmentalised bilater¬ 
al policies, and never has been. It is the 
policy of one continent to another.” He 


added:“While Britain's role in the Union 
is indisputably complicating our rela¬ 
tionship, it is also indispensable to the 
relationship. And this is perhaps truer 
today than in the past when economic 
issues have come to define security as 
much as defence issues.” 

Mr Seitz, who is leaving Grosvenor 
Square after three years in which be 
established himself as one of the most 
influential and-respected American am¬ 
bassadors of recent times.'confessed that 
he was “an unabashed devotee of Anglo- 
American romanticism.” — something 
“quite unforgiveahle, and sometimes 
downright embarrassing.” Yet he was not 
of English descent “I never studied at 
lor Cambridge... and l don’t ride 


or shoot I cant stand Mannite, and 
downing a pint of bitter is an act of 
discipline." 

He paid tribute to a relationship 
which, he said, was boflt on interests that 
historically had run in parallel and had 
led to a structure of relations that neither 
Britain nor American could replicate 
with any other nation. Inevitably, be 
said, the special relationship — a phrase 
he had tried to avoid as ambassador 
because its misty quality douded what 
was at stake — had changed with the 
ending of the Cold War. But Mr Seitz 
insisted that America was not taming its 
back on Europe.

THE last pit in South Wales 
was finally dosed last night 
after miners at the Tower 
colliery voted to accept redun¬ 
dancy less than a week after 
winning a reprieve. 

British Coal will now moth¬ 
ball the colliery, which will be 
offered for sale at the aid of 
the year as part of the Govern¬ 
ment's privatisation of the coal 
industry. 

The miners at Tower in Mid 
Glamorgan unexpectedly re¬ 
versed their opposition to do- 
sure after learning from the 
National Union of Minework- 
ers that they could not. after 
all. unilaterally take the pit 
through the industry's inter¬ 
nal review procedure. 

Although a full-length re¬ 
view would have been unlikely 
to have averted dosure. it 
would have delayed it for 
months. But after realising 
that such a move was not open 
to the union without British 
Coal’s approval, the miners 
had to weigh up the prospect 
of losing extra redundancy 
payments, which could boost 
their pay-offs by £15,000 to 
£20.000 if they volunteered to 
go this month. 

A mass meeting voted to 
accept foe redundancy deal, 
and NUM officials last night 
met officials to discuss the 
closure, which British Coal 
said was necessary because of 
stocks of unsold coal at Tower 
of more than 400,000 tonnes. 
The colliery has made £28 
million profit in the past three 
years. 

Arthur Scargiil. NUM pres¬ 
ident, attacked what he called 
British Coal's “dirty tricks" 
campaign of trying to force 
through closures quickly by 
threatening miners’ pay-offs. 

Ann Gwyd, the Labour MP 
who staged a 27-hour under¬ 
ground sit-in at the pit in 
support of the miners' efforts 
to keep it open, said she was 
not surprised they had voted 
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urinettes. that there are an 
astonishingly round-num¬ 
bered 50,000 incontinent 
people in Sheffield, where 
there have been 50 per cent 
cuts in public conveniences, 
that a low fluid intake can 
precipitate kidney disease 
and constipation, that 
“women take rwice as long as 
men to urinate", and that, in 
the worst local authority area 
surveyed there is one public 
loo for every 11,248 women. 
Truly, in Mr Owen Jones the 




electors of Cardiff Central 
have salt to Westminster a 
walking encyclopaedia of 
public sanitation. 

He did not discuss the 
inconvenience caused to men 
by women who leave the seats 
down, but Owen Jones 
emerged as something of a 
Celtic New Man, bis reput-, 
ation spoiled only by the 
admission that “as a may 
MP” he hardly ever changes 
bis two babies’ nappies.

U-turn by 
Greece on 
children’s 
work laws

THE traditional British paper 
round faced a new threat 
yesterday, as a fit of Greek 
pique brought chaos to minis¬ 
ters’ discussions on an EU 
directive governing children’s 
working hours. 

Employment ministers had 
beat expected to confirm a 
special agreement negotiated 
last year, allowing British 
teenagers to exceed the 12- 
hour working week proposed 
for 13- to 15-year-olds in fee 
rest of Europe. But an unrelat¬ 
ed spat over a £90 million 
poverty programme will put 
British children's earnings at 
risk for at least another two 
months. 

The European Parliament 
had opposed die opt-out clause 
negotiated by David Hunt, fee 
Employment Secretary, allow¬ 
ing Britain to retain an upper 
limit of 17 hours to safeguard 
childrens paper rounds and 
weekend jobs. But fee minis¬ 
ters were expected to reinstate 
the six-year exemption in Lux¬ 
embourg yesterday. 

An agreement was dose 
when Evagelos Yannopoulos. 
the Greek employment minis¬ 
ter. astonished his colleagues 
by suddenly reversing his 
government’s earlier position. 
Mr Yannopoulos *s own offici¬ 
als seemed as surprised as 
anyone else by the .U-tum: 
Greece supported the British 
opt-outs last year. 

The setback took Michael 
Forsyth, the junior employ¬ 
ment minister, by surprise. 
But officials said they expected 
the agreement to go ahead 
when the issue was discussed 
again in June.. 

“We have spent two years 
discussing the directive- on 
young workers and we have 
made a lot of progress," a 
frustrated Mr Forsyth said.

THE total number of recorded 

crimes in England and Wales 
fell slightly in 1993 for the first 
time in five years, although 
the improvement was marred 
ty continuing increases in 
violent and sexual offences, 
according to figures published 
yesterday. 

Home Office statistics saw 
recorded crime down by J per 
cent to 5330358. a drop of 
61359 on 1992. As in previous 
years, the majority of offences, 
94 per cent, involved property 
and only 5 per cent involving 
violence. 

However, robbery rose by 
more than 10 per cent to 
58300. sexual offences by 6 
per cent to 31,400 and offences 
against the person by 2 per 
cent to 205.400, the smallest 
increase for ten years. 

The number of rapes re¬ 
corded by police reached a 
new high of4,600. an increase 
of 12 per cent on the previous 
year. 

Home Office ministers and 
officials believe the seemingly 
inexorable rise from 1300 in 
1982 is largely explained by 
efforts made tty police, includ¬ 
ing the development of rape 
suites and special training for 
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officers, to encourage victims 
to report sexual assaults. 
Overall, the number of cases 
cleared up tty police dropped 
to 13 million, or 25 per cent of 
recorded crime, although the 
clear-up rate for manslaugh¬ 
ter and murder was 94 per 
cent and 74 per cent for rapes. 

Ministers were encouraged 
by tite drop in recorded 
offences but admitted die . 
ure was still much too hij 

David Maclean, Home_ 

minister of state, said foe 
slight drop indicated some¬ 
thing could be done to tackle 


crime. But he admitted that 
the Government was still not 
satisfied that enough was 
being done to deal with crime 
and criminals. 

Mr Maclean said: “It is 
possible to fight back against 
it. It is not a hopeless case. The 
measures we have taken are 
absolutely vital in the fight 
against crime.” 

The 1993 figures were en¬ 
couraging but there was no 
room for complacency, he told 
a press conference at the 
Home Office. “There are still

Champion of yesteryear 
explains record increase

THREE years ago, a Home 
Office official sat in the office 
of Det Chief Supt Mick 
Burdis and marvelled at the 
way his South Yorkshire foroe 
kept crime figures down while 
they soared around the coun¬ 
try. Yesterday, Mr Burdis, 
head of the county's C1D, was 
explaining why his force now 
had the biggest increase. 

Recorded crime in the area, 
which includes the old indus¬ 
trial heartlands of Sheffield 
and Doncaster, rose more 
than 14 per cent to 157,000 
offences. 

There was a 37 per cent 
increase for burglary. 36 per 
cent for vehicle crime and 32 
percent for robbery, although 
violence against the person 
fell by 1 per cenUThe 3,000 
officers' detection rate has 
fallen from 40 per cent-five 
years ago to 20 per cent 

Mr Burdis admitted: “We 
are disappointed we have not 
made the impact on crime we 
would like to have achieved." 
But he said: "Crime is not 
rampant or out of control." 

South Yorkshire could not 
be accused of striving for 


improvement and has already 

adopted new national CID 
reforms. Figures for this year 
show crime rises running at 
single figures for a population 
of 13 nnflion. 

Mr Burdis said that al¬ 
though die county had not 
suffered the big surges seen 
by other forces two or three 
years ago, its statistics were 
catching up partly because 
new reporting systems meant 
crime was being recorded 
more accurately. 

There are areas of high 
unemployment bat the detec¬ 
tive did not blame the eco¬ 
nomic situation for die crime 
rise. He estimated that 70 per 
cent of offences had connec¬ 
tions with drugs. 

Mr Burdis d aimed that 
criminals were able to avoid 
prison becfuse,ofi||e present - 
criminal justice system. He 
died the case of a young man 
convicted of three burglaries 
and ten car crimes who was 
put on probation for 12 
months at a Crown Court 

The highest detection rale 
was 50 per cent achieved by 
die Dyfed-Fowys force, which 


also saw a 133 per cent fall in 
recorded crime. 

There are only 900 officers 
to police the largest territorial 
area in England and Wales, 
which has a population of 
470,000. The Home Office 
figures show only 24.743 of¬ 
fences last year. 

This breaks down to the 
lowest crime rate per 1,000 
head of population in the 
cou n try, far better than any 
other force. 

Last year, Dyfed-Powys 
had a drop in every main 
category of offence, including 
14 per cent for car crime, 9 per 
cent for burglary and 7 per 
cent for violence against the 
person. Hie figures for this 
year continue to show falls. 

Ray White; die Chief Con¬ 
stable. who. is strongly op¬ 
posed to small-forces-befog 
amalgamated, said die high 
detection rate was a deterrent 
and the fence made good use 
of computers. 

He said his force owed its 
success to a combination of 
traditional community polic¬ 
ing and the use of modern 
technology. 


England tops car theft table

PEOPLE in England and 
Wales run the greatest risk of 
having their car stolen, ac¬ 
cording to a crime survey of 20 
countries. 

For crimes affecting individ¬ 
uals and their property, the 
overall risks are slightly high¬ 
er in England and Wales than 
the European average but the 
risk of bicycle theft, pick¬ 
pocketing and sexual assaults 
and threats were below the 
average in Europe. 

Overall the risks of crime 


were lowest in Japan. North¬ 
ern Ireland. Switzerland and 
Noway, according to the 
Internationa) Crime Survey 
issued yesterday by the Home 
Office research department. 

The survey showed that 33 
per cent or car owners in 
England and Wales had their 
vehicles stolen in 1992 com¬ 
pared with 3 in Italy and 
Australia, 23 in France, 1.9 in 
Spain and 03 in Germany 
and The Netherlands. Spain 
topped the international 


league for theft from cars with 
14.6. 

Burglars got into homes 
most often m&e Czech Repub¬ 
lic, New Zealand. Australia 
and Canada: about 4 per cent 
of homes suffered a burglary- 
The figure in England and 
Wales was 23, above the 
European average of 1.9. 

The highest risk of robbery 
was Spain at 2.9 per cent with 
England and Wales tenth at 
0.9 about the European 
average.

Burglaries increased by 
15,000 to 13 million. The rise 
of 1 per cent was the smallest 
since 1989. The number of 
domestic burglaries rose by 
almost 3 per cent to 724351 
and aggravated burglary from 
2300 to 2,700. a 17.7 per cent 
increase. 

Overall vehicle crime 
dropped fay 1.6 per cent to 13 
million compared with a 3 per 
cent rise in 1992 and an 18 per 
cent increase 1991. Despite an 
initiative to curb car crone 
which resulted in a drop of 
35,000 to 926,000 thefts from 
vehicles, the number of vehi¬ 
cles stolen rose 1.4 per cent to 
593.000. 

Thefts from a person rose by 
9.000 or 23 per cent to 4&000. 
Other thefts fell with theft 
from shops down 5 per cent 
bicycles down 14 per cent, 
handling stolen goods down 5 
per cent and fraud and forgery 
down 3 per cent

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Censors put knife in

A FI LM by two of Britain’s 
most promising young pro¬ 
ducers has become the fijst 
victim of the Government's 
tougher censorship rules.

The withdrawal will not 
affect the film’s release in 
cinemas, where it wfl] be 
shown uncut and with an 18 
certificate. 

According to Mr Brooks, the 
three scenes judged too close 
to the bone are a dream

sequence in which a young 
man makes love to an elderly 
woman, a shot in which a 
needle is stuck into an open 
wound, and a fight scene at 
the end. 

James Ferman, director of 
the British Board of Film 
Classification, yesterday de¬ 
nied knowledge of the scenes 
said to be offensive. He has 
asked to see Beyond Bedlam 
after being told by his staff 
that it was “the kind of film" 
that might be affected by the 
Government’s tougher line. 
Michael Howard, the Hone 
Secretary, said last week that 


restrictions would be applied 
to films that may cause psy¬ 
chological damage to children 
or provide inappropriate role 
models. 

Mr Ferman said yesterday: 
“It was made quite dear in 
Parliament that too marry 
videos are being seen by kids 
who are underage. We are 

acting in the spirit of that and 

more films will be seen by 
management before they are 
issued with certificates.” 

Mr Brooks and Mr Jean 
said that were shocked and 
outraged by the board's “U- 
ttrm". Mr Brooks said: “The 
new ruling is being interpret¬ 
ed hysterically. A certificate 
was granted as a routine 
matter by Mr' Penman's de¬ 
partment, but he has absurdly 
recalled it 

“This is not a slasher film. 
There is only one violent fight 
seme a! the end of the film and 
that is comic-book violence. It 
is far less violent than many 
films shown on television.’’

Killer thriller scales 
unpleasant heights

“WHAT I believe we've made 
is a surreal psychological 
thriller with American style 
and enter tainm ent values but 
a British context and sense of 
humour," said Vadim Jean, 
the director of Beyond Bed¬ 
lam. 

James Ferman, 
director of the British Board 
of Film Classification, is not 
laughing — and with good 
reason.

The plot de¬ 
rived from Harry Adam 
Knight’s novel Bedlam, con¬ 
cerns Gilmore a convicted 
serial killer (played by Keith 
Allen] who spends his days as 
a guinea pig at the Institute 
for Neurological Research. 

The mind-bending intrave¬ 
nous drug he receives is 
supposed to increase his so¬ 
da! bonding. However, the 
only result is that Gilmore’s 
crazed, violent thoughts seep 
into the brains of those 
around, such as Craig 
Fairbrass’s detective, and 
Elizabeth Hurley’s extremely 
misguided research sdentist 

"You have to make an 
effort Gilmore” die says in 
the drama’s eariy stages as the 
killer skulks in his darkened 
cdL So must we. Only by 
pocketing all sensitivities and 
moral scruples is it possible to 
enjoy this flashily packaged ■ 
but gruesome yarn.

Fake doctor 
convicted 
of indecent 
assaults

A BOGUS doctor who tricked 
a young mother into allowing 
him to carry out an intimate 
examination, which he secret¬ 
ly filmed, was convicted of 
indecent assault yesterday. 

Judge Brooks told Colin 
Pike. 50: “I can indicate to you 
right away that toe sentence 
for you I have in mind is 
imprisonment and it is going 
to be a long term." 

Pike, of Romford, Essex, 
was found guilty at Snares- 
brook Crown Court of two 
charges of indecent assault 
He originally faced more 
charges, but they were 
dropped by toe Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service. Police believe 
Pike attacked at least three 
other women: video tapes 
found in his home showed 
him assaulting four women. 

The judge remanded Pike in 
custody after telling him: “You 
dearly obtained this girl’s 
consent to examine her by 
deceit You tricked her into 
believing you were a doctor. I 
have no doubt about it that 
your behaviour has caused 
that girl untold misery and 
distress." 

Pike told his 22-year-old 
victim, who has a child aged 
five, that he was a hypnotist, 
spiritualist, homoeopathic 
healer and had a Harley 
Street practice. 

The victim allowed Pike to 
examine her when suffering 
stomach pains. He diagnosed 
an infection, gave her some 
pills and took a urine sample. 

He later asked about toe 
pains and when she said they 
still occurred he suggested 
another examination. He put 
on a surgical glove and used , 
gynaecological instruments 
during the assault 
Jonathan Laidlaw, for toe 
prosecution, said: “The defen¬ 
dant did not examine her out 
of any misplaced desire to help 
her. He did it for his own 
pleasure and gratification. 
The only reason for the video 
was so he could watch itfor his 
own pleasure”

votes against opt-out

JOHN Patten's old school 
delivered an embarrassing 
Wow to the Education Secre¬ 
tary yesterday when parents 
voted to reject his flagship 
policy of opting out 
The move came as grant- 
maintained schools appealed 
to ministers to give them 
parity with independent 
schools by allowing them to 
opt out of the national 
curriculum. 

Barents at Wimbledon Coll¬ 
ege in Merton, southwest 
London, where Mr Patten was 
a pupil between 1956 and 1963 
when the college was a gram¬ 
mar, voted fay 446 to 370 
against becoming grant 
maintained. 

The change had been sup¬ 
ported by governors and 
teachers at the Roman Catho¬ 
lic boys' comprehensive. But 
in a hotly contested ballot with 
a 63 per cent turn-out, parents 
successfully opposed the plan. 
They argued that opting out 
would damage Wimbledon's 
relations with church primary 
schools in the borough as well 
as with local authority 
schools. 

However, the heads of two 


leading grant-maintained 
schools won the backing of a 
former Conservative educa¬ 
tion adviser in their approach 
to Mr Patten for new incen¬ 
tives to boost opting out 
John McIntosh, head of the 
London Oratory School, one of 
die first to opt out. told a 
conference organised fay the 
right-wing think tank, the 
Centre for Policy Studies, that 
the original concept of opting 
out had been modelled on 
independent schools- Minis¬ 
ters should consider giving the 
grant-maintained sector more 
independence to ensure dial 
they remained distinctive. 

Mr McIntosh said: “I do 
find it slightly strange that a 
school which has 1.200 child¬ 
ren across the ability' range, 
which manages to send 120 
children a year to university 
and 12 to Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge, should not be trusted 
to develop and control its own 
curriculum.'' 

Bob Lloyd, the head of 
Hendon School in north 
London, chairman of the 
Grant-Maintained Schools’ 
Association, said that opted- 
out schools needed greater 


flexibility over the curriculum 
and several other areas. 

Hie heads were supported 
tty Stuart Sexton, a former 
adviser to Lord Joseph as 
Education Secretary. He told 
Mr Patten: “Hie greatest in¬ 
centive to go grant-maintained 
would be if you made the 
national curriculum advisory, 
rather than compulsory, for 
grant-maintained schools. If 
you believe schools have the 
competence to run their own 
affairs, then they should be 
trusted over die curriculum." 

Mr Patten, who resisted 
pressure to make all schools 
grant-maintained, ruled out 
an early exemption from the 
statutory curriculum. “The 
whole idea of a national 
curriculum is to provide a 
minimum entitlement for all 
our children, wherever they 
are and whatever sort of 
school they are attending. It is 
going to be some time before 
we are in a position to consider 
the sort of suggestions you are 
making." he said.

air is threat 
to health

LEVELS of ozone in the air 
are rising steadily and may 
already be damaging crops 
and h uman health, a report 
by the Department of die 
Environment concludes. 

The first systematic exami¬ 
nation of ozone levels 
throughout Britain, gathered 
by a network of monitoring 
stations, shows- that levels 
have doubled in the past 
century. At every site there Is 
at least one occasion every 
year when levels exceed safety 
guidelines laid down by the 
World Health Organisation 
and the EU. 

The report says ozone 
concentrations in the summer 
months average around 30 
parts per billion, and rise at 
one part per billion each year. 
Peak figures rise much higher 
than this, exceeding the40ppb 
which is known to damage 
plants and the 60ppb which 
affects lung function. 

Rural areas suffer much 
higher average levels than 
towns. Most pollution origi¬ 
nates in towns, but the ozone 
produced is mopped up at 
night by another pollutant, 
nitric oxide. In rural areas, 
and particularly on higher- 
ground, no such mechanism 
applies. Cliinbers in the Pen- 
nines. the Lake District and 
the Welsh mountains are 
exposed to some of the highest 
ozone levels. 

Professor David Fowler of 
the Institute of Terrestrial 
Ecology, who chaired _ the 
review group, said: “Britain 
now shows the same peak 
values of ozone as Los Ange¬ 
les, but much less frequently." 

He said some improvement 
would be achieved by the 
introduction of three-way 
catalytic converters on vehicle 
exhausts in January 1993. but 
rtiKB alone will be insufficient 
to meet air quality targets for 
the year 2000 and beyond.

HEALTH campaigners claim 
to have cut the sales of sugared 
drinks for babies by almost a 
quarter in the past two years.

Another leading manufac¬ 
turer. SmithKline Beecham. 
settled out of cxmrt with 10 
British parents who claimed 
in 1991 that their children* 
teeth had been affected by 
Baby Ribena. A dause in the 
settlement kept the amount of 
compensation secret.

Moving money for business 
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Mentally ill ‘left to 
fend for themselves 
in the community’

PRESSURE on inner-city 
menial hospitals is forcing 
them to discharge vulnerable 
and potentially violent pa¬ 
tients to make room for others 
who are in a worse condition, 
a committee of MP$ said 
yesterday. 

Delivering a savage indict¬ 
ment of the Government’s 
community care strategy, foe 
MPs say that needy patients 
are being left to fond for 
themselves without support 
and with little prospect of 
gating housed. Many have 
nowhere to go during the day. 
emergency services are inade¬ 
quate. and increasing num¬ 
bers are becoming homeless 
and sleeping on the streets. 

The report by the Com¬ 
mons Health Select Commit¬ 
tee. is the third in recent 
months to highlight the crisis 
in the care of the mentally ill. 
Last December the Mental 
Health Act Commission said 
inner-dry mental hospitals 
were like crowded, crumbling 
madhouses, and in February 
the enquiry into the case of 
Christopher Cl unis, the men¬ 


tal patient who stabbed a 
stranger to death, blamed a 
lack of resources, a lade of 
beds and a lack of coopera¬ 
tion among professionals. 

The Health Select Commit¬ 
tee supports the polity of 
community care but says ur¬ 
gent action was needed to 
make it work. It says the 
growing number of homeless 
mentally ill is not caused fay 
the closure of foe old institu¬ 
tions, whose patients have 
mostly been well provided for, 
but by a failure to provide for 
the “new long-term" patients, 
many of whom have been kept 
inappropriately on acute 
wards because there is no¬ 
where else for them to go. 

‘‘We are deeply concerned at 
foe pressures faced by the 
providers of acute care for 
mentally ill people in some 
inner cities. It is wrong that 
vulnerable and, in some cases, 
potentially violent individuals 
may be discharged abruptly, 
inappropriately and without 
adequate support into the 
community.” it says.

of homeless people are seri¬ 
ously mentally 91, the report 
says, rising to 60 per cent of 
ycung homeless. The commit¬ 
tee calls for an immediate end 
to foe foe

levels of community services 
within 12 months. Extra 
money must be focused cm foe 
inner cities where foe funding 
formula “substantially under¬ 
estimates die extra need for 
mental health services”.

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Why by-election fever 
bypasses Rotherham 


Bringing colour to Rotherham: Denis MacShane, 
Labour candidate in the town’s by-election

ROTHERHAM in South Yorkshire has 
never had a hi gh profile. William foe 
Conqueror gave it away to his disliked 
half brother as a consolation prize, and 
neighbouring Sheffield takes most of the 
credit for its steel and mining heritage 
Only yesterday there were headlines in 
the local press claiming that the D-Day 
touring exhibition will by-pass foe town. 

It is the same with the by-elections. 
White Eastleigh in Hampshire is packed 
with Japanese television crews, few 
people in Rotherham have noticed that 
they love a by-election in three weeks, on 
May5. Only three journalists turned up 
for the launch of the Tory campaign 
yesterday, ted by Sir Norman Fowler, the 
party chairman. Rotherham has been a 
staunchly Labour seat since 1933. Jimmy 
Boyce, foe former MP, had a majority of 
17.551. There are 63 Labour councillors 
on foe district council and three Tories. 
The Euro-MP is Labour. 

The Tories, in their leaflet, call it “foe 
land of heavy industry where the gritty 
landscape and sprawling communities 
hear the impress of function rather than 
beauty or defiance". But Rotherham 
enjoys surprising. It has consistently 
won Britain in Bloom competitions, 
weathered the recession better than most 
and shows gritty determination as much 
as gritty landscapes. Issues such as 
malting the centre into a shopping 
precinct win have as much to do with the 
outcome as jobs and VAT on fuel. 

At Tory headquarters Nick Gibb is 


more optimistic. It will rake a supreme 
act of creative accounting for the lory 
candidate to win. but as a charteed 
accountant Mr Gibb thinks he might 
swing it. Mr Gibb. 33, is the ppdect 
Central Office candidate. But he denies 
that he is the caricature of the Wand, 
small-minded and obsessive young Tosy 
apparatchik. He will fight on issues 
ranging from Labour’s shopping pre¬ 
cinct to law and order and enwys 
sparring about the healih service, if he 
doesn’t do too drastically, fighting Roth¬ 
erham will look good on his CV. 

Hie Labour candidate Denis 
MacShane. 45. is touring the regimental 
museum in a bright green Dennis the 
Menace tie. The most colourful of all the 
candidates, he is no stranger to foe 
Tyflj ftirai rostrum. He first stood for 
Labour in Solihull in 1974. He was 
sacked for a fake phone-in on Radio 
London, and married a Polish translator 
in the late 1980s to help her to flee the 
country. But it is his more serious side 
that the Labour Party has cultivated. He 
is a former BBC journalist, president of 
the National Union of Journalists, a 
fulltime trade union official since 1975 
and accompanies John Smith to Europe 
cm fact-finding tours. 

The Liberal Democrat David 
Wfidgoose, 29, foe only local candidate, 
is a program analyst. His aim is to 
humiliate the Tories into third place this 
time. He has managed to get Paddy 
Ashdown to make a visit. “People might 
not care about Rotherham but some¬ 
times when it’s sunny I think even ! 
miehtbein with a chance,” he said.

The Professional Chess Asso¬ 
ciation will issue their first 
rating list early next week at 
the end of the first PCA Rapid 
Play tournament to be held in 
the Kremlin. Moscow. The 
PCA list will cover up to 600 
(op players in the world and 
there will be no exclusions. We 
can. therefore, look forward to 
the reinstatement not only of 
Garry Kasparov and Nigel 
Short (who were stripped of 
their FIDE World Chess Fed¬ 
eration ratings when they 
contested The Times World 
Chess Championship last 
year) but also to an objective 
assessment of Bobby Fischer. 
Fischer has been absent from 
the FIDE ratings for around 
two decades and he was, 
inexplicably, not readmitted 
even after his match of 30 
games against Boris Spassky 
in 1992. 

The new PCA list will not 
just be comprehensive but will 
also, in distinction to the old 
FIDE rankings, be updated 
and reissued not just twice a 
year but at the conclusion of 
every major tournament. The 
man responsible for this ma¬ 
jor breakthrough in the statis¬ 
tical evaluation of top 
chessplayers’ performance is 
Professor Ken Thompson of 
Bell Laboratories. New York. 
Professor Thompson was also 
responsible for the develop¬ 
ment of the database of all 
five-piece endings which has 
made major new discoveries 
in chess endgame theory. 

Top Seeds in Moscow 
The top three on the PCA list 
are almost certain to be Garry 
Kasparov r , Anatoly Karpov 
and Vishy Anand. Of these 
only Karpov is not participat¬ 
ing in the Moscow Speed 
Tournament. In the past, as 
witnessed by his victory in 
Monaco earlier this month, 
Anand has proved a particu¬ 


larly devastating speed chess 
exponent. He has also been 
one of the most difficult oppo¬ 
nents for Kasparov.

She was said to 
win many a Whitehall battle 
with other departments by 
being better briefed than her 
colleagues.

Cabinet braces itself for 
summer reshuffle ritual 


W hh Easter over and 
the cricket season 
under W3V, the an¬ 
nua] reshuffle ritual has be¬ 
gun. Rumour and black 
propaganda are rife. There are 
already whispers that x or y 
minister would like a move, 
which are immediately denied 
by their self-proclaimed 
fnends. 

The latest name in the 
gossip mill is Virginia 
Bottomley. now rather unfash¬ 
ionable and widely criticised. 
Every minister has to pretend 
that he or she wants to do their 
job for ever. The Prime Minis¬ 
ter keeps his counsel, wanting 
to spring a few surprises. It is 
all very absorbing for those of 
us at Westminster, alternately 
tantalising or worrying for 
those directly involved mid of 
almost no interest to the 
public. 

The main importance of 
reshuffles is internal. Prime 
ministers always need to move 
ministers around, to refresh 
their administrations and sat¬ 
isfy the ambitious. A reshuffle 
would anyway have occurred 
this summer, roughly halfway 
through the parliament. 
Three-quarters of the Cabinet 
and two-thirds of other minis¬ 
ters have held their current 
posts since the general elec¬ 
tion. But the changes will now

Most reshuffles have a limit¬ 
ed short-term impact. Accord¬ 
ing to MORI, the Tory share of 
the vote has risen by only just 
over two percentage points 
following the main ministerial 
changes since 1979. Last May's 
reshuffle made no difference to 
the Tories’ rating, though Mr 
Majors fell afterwords'. This 
summer's reshuffle will be 
essentially about party man¬ 
agement It will make little 
difference to the long-term 
prospects of either Mr Major 
or the Tories.

STICKERS will be added to ballot papers to include the 
Inkatha Freedom Party in next week's Sooth African 
elections, and 700 additional potting stations will be 
opened in Natal province, the Independent Electoral 
Commission said yesterday. 

Inkatha will now be on die ballots of all nine provinces 
and at national level Although milli ons of pounds will be 
spent on printing the stickers, the cost is worthwhile, 
according to Judge 1. Kreigler, chairman of the commission, 
who said the decision was the result of "wanting to do 
everything humanly possible to include the IFP in the 
electoral process". 

Printing started last night Thousands of odra 
monitoring staff are being sent to polling stations as new 
instructions are devised- They will be responsible for 
placing the stickers correctly. Many voters were already 
expected to have difficulty understanding voting 
Instructions. 


Chief Buthelezi said Professor 
Okumu rushed to catch him at 
Johannesburg’s Lanseria air¬ 
port last week after talks broke 
down. They missed one 
another, but Chief Buthelezi's 
plane was forced to return 
with technical difficulties. 

The forced return was a 
godsend," Chief Buthelezi 
said. The professor told him 
that the talks should not be 
allowed to fell and vowed to 
secure a deal with the ANC 
and the government He fol¬ 
lowed this up with meetings in 
Durban, and Pretoria.

missed and detained when he 
exposed a corrupt locomotive 
purchasing deal in 1968. 
spending two years in prison. 

Professor Okumu's success 
caused a wave of rejoicing in 
Natal/KwaZulu and will have 
reduced tensions. But it also 
served, as a means of drawing

Election fever erupts in KwaZulu capital

AS IT was announced yesterday that 
Inkatha was taking part in foe 
elections, women in the the KwaZulu 
capital heaved themselves from their 
chairs in front of televisions and 
rushed into the corridors of govern¬ 
ment buildings to embrace each other. 

"I’m overjoyed. This is what we 
have been waiting for. We are going to 
celebrate all night” squealed Phumla 
Nxamalo, a usually staid government 
spokeswoman. 

News of the breakthrough, which 
enshrines file position of King Good¬ 
will Zwelithini of the Zulus in file 
national constitution, was spread 
around KwaZulu's legislative assem¬ 
bly by the women ululating and 
dancing. They were soon joined by old 
men. who skipped like young colts on 
unsteady le^. 

Within minutes of the announce¬ 
ment about 500 ministers and civil 
servants poured out of offices in 
Ulundi file self governing territory’s 
capital, singing and dancing. Many 
carried election posters for the Inkatha 
Freedom Party and Chief Mango¬ 
suthu Buthelezi its leader. 

Jubilation spread through the town, 
as police put on their sirens and 
drivers tooted their horns well after 
sunset “We are in. We can vote. Other

issues can follow later,” said the 
manager of a busy liquor store. 
Crowds of men, many of them dressed 
in their traditional robes and wearing 
animal skin bandanas greeted Chief 
Buthelezi at UlundPs airport where he 
gave a painstaking description of the 
events which lead to the break¬ 
through- 

“Peace. Peace. Victory. Victory," a 
crowd of about 1,000 yelled as it 
marched down Prince Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi Street.

Out of the valley of death 


G eneral Rose should get out 
now. He should get out 
before more of his men are 
killed and before his parlay¬ 
ing further prolongs the war. He should 
do what he can for those who will supply 
relief after he has gone. But he and his 
soldiers should leave. 

An astonishing stream of epithets was 
yesterday directed at the United Nations 
for its failure to keep the Serbs out of 
Gorazde and the Drina valley. Suppos¬ 
edly neutral reporters were calling the 
UN pathetic, feckless, humiliated, worse 
than the League of Nations. Politicians. 
on both sides of the Atlantic were rolling 
such words gleefully round then- 
tongues before ejecting them with a 
raucous spit Yet these are the same 
people who sent General Rose's Light 
Brigade into the Valley of Political 
Death. As he waves desperately for 
support, ail they can shout is: “Silence 
more guns, you wimp!" 

If I were General Rose, laced with this 
hypocrisy. I would call their bluff. I 
would tell the Security Council members 
— in particular the Americans, British 
and French—that the safe havens policy 
which they initiated but explicitly re¬ 
fused troops to implement cannot work. 
If it meant anything before the Ameri¬ 
can bombing, it means nothing now. I 
would also point out that freelance 
diplomacy by Americans. Russians. 
Europeans (and who knows but another 
round of Kissinger and Carrington) 
renders pointless any UN mediation on 
tire ground. I would add that escorting 
convoys dial are supplying combatants 
on both sides is prolonging the conflict. 
UN troops are now tainted as pro- 
Muslim. The presence of UN armour 
merely provokes the Serbs, tantalises 
the Muslims and hints to all at a role 
that cannot be delivered. 

Adjusting my blue beret. I would tell 
my superiors that as soon as I can get 
my men and kit aboard ship, the 
delivery of humanitarian aid will revert 
to civilian agencies alone. The agencies 
must do the best deals they can with 
Serb commanders. Security Council 
members must offer homes abroad to 
refugees, and I should personally cam¬ 
paign to that effect If the parties to the 
war wish to negotiate a peace. Heaven 
knows, l have given them enough 
practice. The will must be theirs. If they 
wish to fight — and all are to blame for 
this spring’s renewed conflict—they will 
assuredly fight. The UN is not “letting 
them fight" any more than it can “stop 


The West should never have got into 
Bosnia, and if it does not leave now the 
war will be further prolonged 


them fighting". Bl aming the UN is now 
merely a distraction. It is the way 
everyone responsible for the UN’S 
predicament seeks to avoid guilt Sup¬ 
porters of the Bosnian Muslim cause, 
always militarily hopeless, never had 
the guts to admit that even the paltry 
“safe areas” polity required at least 
50,000 troops m tiie ground. Reversing 
the Bosnian Serb aggression would take 
many times that number for an indefi¬ 
nite campaign of attrition. Such troops 
are simply not available. Proper military 
intervention has never been a real 
option. The only UN choices were 
convoy escort or withdrawal All else is 
bluff and the Serbs 
know it 

Even today the Bos¬ 
nian Muslim lobby 
pretends that just a 
little more bombing 
will tip the Serbs into 
surrender that old 
Bosnia can rise again if 
only the Serbs are 

can be achieved by air 
strategy would hardly do credit to 
Gilbert and Sullivan's “novice-in-a- 
nuimery". Unprofor’s one foolish con¬ 
cession to this lobby was to accept the 
safe havens mandate last June, knowing 
it could not be enforced against Serb 
resistance. Yet the hero of the guns of 
Sarajevo was led to think he might have 
the Serbs on the run. General Rose knew 
the risk be was taking. He knew that 
invoking air power might encourage foe 
Bosnian anriy to attack Serb positions, 
and provoke the Serbs to respond with 
renewed savagery. He gambled, and at 
Gorazde he lost 

The interventionists still have their 
pieces in place. Security Council mem¬ 
bers are deep in shame, and their 
domestic critics deep in synthetic rage. 
With those behind crying forward, those 
in front dare not cry bade. Newspapers 
cfedare with all the authority they can 
muster that “retreat for the UN is too 
awful to contemplate”. Sarajevo's streets 
flutter with banners accusing the UN of

like animals” — as if the Bosnians were 
dying ai the UN’s hands rather than 
their own. (History knows no more 
dangerous lie than that a Balkan war is 
in some mystic sense “the worid’s fault”.) 
Meanwhile Nato carriers steam up and 
down the Adriatic, their decks lined with 
tiie sort of weaponry that has every 
Bosnian Muslim salivating in frustra¬ 
tion. 

All tins pressure is meant to render a 
UN withdrawal as impossible politically 
as it is essential mfliterily. Withdrawal 
may have been envisaged as part of the 
UN’s humanitarian remit 18 months

from which the UN 
could never ever recov¬ 
er" —’as the BBCs 
John Humphrys 
gasped to Sir Crispin 
Tickell on the radio 
yesterday, breathlessly 
_ inviting him to con¬ 
firm each noun in turn. 
The BBC’s news and current affairs 
department has been pressing for a 
Western army to go fo Bosnia for a year. 
It was not going to see a good war 
snatched from its grasp by same 
hesitant former diplomat

| he United Nations must find a 
way to disappoint the BBC and 
others, and do so fast It must 
take a deep breath and publidy 
admit that it should never have sent 
troops anywhere near this morass. In 
future it should choose the aid convoys it 
intends to escort with more care. The 
UN should be especially wary when the 
Security Council calls for UN troops to 
act as cover for the half-heartedness or 
cowardice of Security Council members. 
Those members never demanded an 
Unprofor to dear the Iraqis out of 
Kuwait or the Argentinians out of the 
Faikands or the “communists" out of 
Grenada. When the great powers ask 
the UN to removed unpleasantnesses 
from its television screens, the UN 


should see tiie rats preparing to 
leave ship. 

Bosnia Is not a humiliation for the 
UN. Unprofor initially battled against 
world opinion ready to will the end 
without the means. It stuck to its 
mandate of assisting the relief effort and 
did so with self-discipline. Supplies have 
got through, often against awesome 
odds, and much has been learnt about 
the limitation of armour-assisted chari¬ 
ty: chiefly that it is a bad idea. After 
Somalia and Bosnia, I doubt if such 
armour will be hurrying to Rwanda, 
Angola or Azerbaijan. 

Blame for this month’s mess should 
be visited not on the UN organisation 
and its commanders but on the crass 
members of the Security Council The 
UN" is not some extraneous entity. 
Unprofor is not a private army; it is tire 
Security Council’s own mercenary force. 
In Bosnia it is the council's resolutions 
made flesh. The council is Lord Raglan 
to Rose’s Cardigan. It cannot be allowed 
to view tiie carnage caused by its 
vacillation, say “Oh dear" and wilder 
away. Unprofor Bosnia was an expedi¬ 
tion that should never have been sent 

Successful United Nations interven¬ 
tion can be a boost to world peace, as it 
was in tiie “do-able” Kuwait campaign. 
The key to that campaign was its 
matching of resources to carefully 
prescribed objectives. The master strate¬ 
gist. General Colin Powell knew when 
the objective was met and resisted 
pressure not to withdraw from Iraq. 
Futile interventions achieve tiie opp¬ 
osite. They impede the resolution of focal 
conflicts by involving great powers and 
esc alating tiie “issues at stake". They 
pollute world diplomacy and damage 
the authority of those to whom small 
countries might look for protection. 
Nobody ever really meant to save 
Bosnia. Everybody on tiie Security 
Council especially America, thought 
they could use the UN to save face 
domestically. 

The American, British and French 
members of the countii— and those that 
egged them on — can now at least offer 
General Rose political cover for his 
withdrawal They should accept that the 
UN was never going to pofice the break¬ 
up of Yugoslavia. They should st 
using Bosnia as a testbed for post-Coki- 
War power games. Rather than smother 
the UN and its agents in criticism, they 
should take the blame. This is their 
mess, which means our mess. Leave tiie 
United Nations out of it 


Half and half 


CAMBRIDGE'S classics depart¬ 
ment has caused something of a 
stir among the university's mgger- 
plaving fraternity. It has invited 
Germaine Greer to talk on Sap¬ 
pho, the Greek poet who penned 
erotic verses about young girls in 
the 6th century BC, for a series of 
lectures funded by the university's 
rugby club. 

The three J.H. Gray lectures are 
entitled, respectively, Sappho — 
The Fact Sappho — The Glory; 
and Sappho — The Shame. Sub¬ 
jects which, by all accounts, would 
hare old J.H.. the rugby fanatic 
and classics don who endowed the 
lectures in the 1930s. turning in his 
grave. 

“He was a classicist who wrote 
cm Roman comedy." says Maiy 
Beard, secretary of the Faculty 
Board of Classics. "His greatest 
love, apart from the Church and 
freemasonry, was the sporting 
fraternity and rugby football.” 

There can be no doubt that for 
Gray, rugby was the love that 
dared to speak its name. He was 
president of the university rugby 
dub from 1895 until 1932. And on 
his retirement, his chums dubbed 
together and presented him with 
£1,000. money with which he 
chose to endow lectures covering 
subjects “not adequately provided 


for by the university". Therein lies 
the problem, says Beard. “He 
might not hare approved of the 
subject, but as the boundaries of 
daisies push ever outwards, it 
becomes more difficult to fold 
subjects which plausibly fit the 
criteria.” 

The rugby dub admits surprise 
at the subject, but Cambridge 
graduate and England fly half 
Rob Andrew sidesteps controversy 
with aplomb. “If it was advertised 
correctly and in the right place, 
I'm pretty sure there would be a 
good turnout from the lads.”

Britain 
belongs to 
Europe 

Raymond Seitz on 

the state of the 
special relationship 

D uring my time here as US 
Ambassador I have often been 
confronted with the question 
whether the established nature of the 
relationship between our two countries 
can endure. The pros here has been 
especially if spasmodically fixed on the 
issue I can count four occasions in the 
past rear and a half when the headlines 
have read less like a news item about the 
relationship than an obituary. 

When I arrived here three years ago 1 
said I would eschew the phrase “special 
relationship", not because I had any 
particular aversion to. it, but because l 

Mt its misty quality clouded what was at 

stake. The phrase had become too 
nostalgic and badeward-tooking. To 
declare a relationship special does not 
make it so. 

Many believe the end of the Cold War 
has changed the basic quality of the 
relationship. There is a lot of truth in 
this. Much of our relationship over the 
past half-century has developed around 
a central strategic fact — that is, the 
presence in central Europe of a large, 
hostile, anti-democratic force; first Nazi 
and then Soviet 

The essentials of our transatlantic 
relationship for SO years rested on this 
fundamental challenge. All of that has 
changed now. The last Russian soldier 
leaves eastern Germany this August 
Only a fraction of the nuclear force that 
once bristled on tiie Continent remains. 
Whether we like it car not there are now 
gradations of security in Europe where 
the interests of the various allies are 
bound to differ. To insist otherwise 
would not be publidy credible or 
politically sustainable. Quite apart from 
its own horror, Bosnia has demonstrat¬ 
ed that security in Europe is now a far 
more complex and subtle affair. 

W hat is clear, however, is the 
continuing recognition that 
America’s security cannot be 
detached from Europe's, and that for the 
foreseeable future, there is no genuine 
security in Europe without a significant 
American presence. 

There is another proposition around 
these days. It says that Britain's gradual 
irreversible, step-by-step involvement in 
tiie European Union is bound to erode 
its independent ties to tiie United States. 
When I contrast my time in my current 
job with my first assignmoit ho*, in the 
mid-1970s, the omnipresence of the 
European Union is striking. 

Ministers are always going back and 
forth to Brussels. Britain's position on 
innumerable issues is set in a European 
context and its choices constrained by a 
European framework. Douglas Hurd 
pointed out the other day that a quarter 
of the British budget flows through tiie 
Union, and no complex of issues from 
Maastricht to “enlargement” has so 
confounded British politics over my 
three years at foe Embassy. 

What is equally true, however, is that 
America's transatlantic policy is Euro¬ 
pean in scope. It is not a series of 
individual or compartmentalised bilat¬ 
eral policies, and never has been. It is the 
policy of one continent to another. There 
is a simple observation that if Britain’s 
voice is less influential in Paris or Bonn, 
it is likely to be' less influential in 
Washington. 

So while Britain’s role in the Union is 
indisputably complicating to our rela¬ 
tionship it is also indispensible to the 
relationship. And this is perhaps truer 
today than in the past, when economic 
issues have come to define security as 
much as defence issues. 

There are a couple of other chestnuts 
around. One suggests that America’s 
interest in Britain and in Europe is 
boun d to diminish as the demographic 
composition of the United States is 
transformed. I won’t argue too vigorous¬ 
ly against this except to say that its logic 
is superficial. 

O f course our foreign policy will 
in some measure reflect our 
ethnic profile, it always has. The 
Irish-American c ommuni ty, for exam¬ 
ple, has been influential in American 
pohbcs for 150 years. But it is equally 
true that the 19th century, when our 
political establishment was almost 
wholhr made up of British stock, was 
also ttte period of our greatest alienation 
from Britain. 

Iwould simply observe that a nation's 
foreign policy m the first instance is 
wsed on its foreign interests, both 
security and economic; and less on its 
genetics. 

And finally let me mention one other

A last-ditch agreement brings hope to South Africa

Sometimes a wmnmg try is scored in injury 
Kk” Botha, Foreign Minister in 
the south African government That will, in a 
matter of days, be replaced by another. His 
re ““ '"F 5 echoed across that tense and 
troubled country yesterday, as Chief Man- 
gosutnu Buthelezi — in an overdue show of 
responsibility and good sense — agreed that 
his Inkatha Freedom Party (IFF) would take 
part in next week’s epoch-making elections. 

It is a decision that should have been 
made earlier: countless lives have been lost 
in the course of “politics of resistance”. Yet 
the agreement signed yesterday, by Chief 
Buthelezi. the government and the African 
National Congress (ANQ is excellent news. 
Without the participation of the EFP, the 
South African elections promised to be a 
bloody affair, it was not even certain that 
polling could have been conducted in large 
swaths of Natal/KwaZulu, the province 
Chief Buthelezi claims as his own. The 
armed presence of the South African 
Defence Force, admirably loyal to the State 
in spite of initial fears that it might not have 
been so, would have discouraged only the 
worst excesses of the warring parties. 

What was needed has now been delivered: 
a political settlement in accordance with 
which all parties reject violence and cov¬ 
enant to ensure free elections. This will not 
necessarily signal an end to bloodshed: the 
forcible expression of opposition has been 
cultivated too carefully, and for too long, for 
it to be uprooted overnight Yet the derision 
by Chief Buthelezi to embrace the option of 
the ballot will lower the temperature 
significantly in the cauldron of Natal/ 
KwaZulu. 

The Chief has obtained major concessions 
in the agreement It did not pass unnoticed 
that Nelson Mandela, the leader of the ANC, 
had last week referred to toe Zulu monarch, 
Goodwill Zwelithini, as “my leader and my 


king”. That expression of public homage has 
borne institutional fruit King Goodwill's 
role and position will now be entrenched m 
the national constitution. With delirious 
irony, members of the “apartheid par¬ 
liament” will be revived in their constitu¬ 
tional morgues and summoned to perform 
the appropriate act of political surgery. 
Constitutional niceties must be maintained 
even in momentous times. 

The provisions relating to King Goodwill 
are vital for Chief Buthelea’s political 
survival. The King has, increasingly, bean 
the Chief's meet effective scaffolding. Ab¬ 
struse constitutional concerns and demands 
for provincial autonomy axe difficult to 
explain on the stump in rural northern 
NataL Chief Buthelezi has, therefore, come 
to rely on an ability to portray himself as the 
King’s chosen Zulu leader, all the better to 
woo those steeped in tribal reverence. This is 
why the ANC has long sought to part the 
King from Chief Buthelezi's company. It will 
not now need to do so. It is predicted that 
Chief Buthelezi will lose the elections in 
Natal/KwaZuJu- King Goodwill, now hap¬ 
pily entrenched, could prove a valuable ally 
to the government should Chief Buthelezi 
then seek to call into question the validity of 
the results. 

It would be unwise for the Chief to do so: 
having committed himself to membership of 
the electoral dub, he must play by that dub’s 
rules. It is certain, however, that the IFP will 
secure a number of representatives in both 
the central and the provincial parliaments. 
That will leave it better placed to influence 
the sculpting of a truly federal constitution. 
In this it will be assisted by a provision in 
yesterdays agreement that provides for all 
“outstanding issues’* to be addressed by way 
of international mediation. Hemy Kissinger 
may yet return. It is now Mr Mandela’s turn 
to receive him with an open mind. 


BRAND OF LOGIC 

The law protecting well-known products is adequate already 


The Trade Marks Bill, which this week re¬ 
ceived its second Commons reading, is one 
of the least contentious measures in the Gov¬ 
ernment’s legislative programme. There is 
cross-party agreement that the 1938 Trade 
Marks Act is out of date; that improved pro¬ 
cedures are needed for the domestic registr¬ 
ation of marks; and that Britain should 
ratify the protocol to the Madrid Agreement 
on international protection of.marks. 

Fierce argument has been prompted, 
however, by a proposed amendment to the 
Bill which would outlaw “own-brand" 
products that are packaged by retailers to 
resemble famous brands. The mayor manu¬ 
facturers argue that supermarkets' clever 
use of packaging, logos and colour unfairly 
exploits the consumer loyalty which they 
have built up over the years through 
ingenuity and investment The retailers 
object that the amendment would limit their 
freedom to compete and the right of the 
customer to choose between products. 

The commercial approach enshrined in 
the amendment is legitimate. As supermar¬ 
kets have realised, the visual identity of a 
brand as familiar as Coca-Cola erf Heinz 
Salad Cream is as important to its perfor¬ 
mance in the market as the means of its 
manufacture or its price. Distinctive packag¬ 
ing sends an explicit signal to the consumer 
that the product is trustworthy, part of a 
tradition of quality and excellence. The spe¬ 
cial look of a brand may be as commercially 
invaluable to a manufacturer as a secret 
chemical formula used in its production. 

Some have argued that retailers imitate 
such designs to deceive their customers into 
mistaking one product for another. But few 
modern consumers would fall prey to so 
crude a marketing ploy. The more subtle 


goal of “look-alike" packaging is to hijack 
the reputation and symbolism of the famous 
brand To give two products a virtually 
identical visual character is to imply a 
similarity of quality, taste or efficiency. In 
many cases, this subliminal message to the 
consumer is highly misleading. 

Hie manufacturer of a brand has the 
right, therefore, to claim a degree of 
intellectual copyright over its design. The 
question is bow this right should be 
enforced. Supporters of the amendment 
point to the laws of unfair competition in 
continental countries as an appropriate 
model. France, for example, has strict 
regulations governing parasitic trading. 
Last year Procter & Gamble managed to 
force tibe removal of a look-alike product 
from the Belgian market in one week. 

But it is by no means clear that the 
structure of British remedies is as defective 
as the amendment implies. The tort of 
“passrng^rff" provides manufacturers with a 
substantial body of precedents in cases 
where the retailer has genuinely sought to 
mislead the customer. More importantly, 
the Registered Designs Act enables them to 
seek formal legal protection for truly 
distinctive packaging. 

Though the manufacturers’ case is intell¬ 
ectually appealing, they have yet to explain 
satisfactorily why the existing remedies are 
insufficient. Their failure to do so weakens 
their case substantially. The constraints 
which the amendment would impose upon 
retailers’ freedoms should not be introduced 
unless clearly necessary. The Government 
should heed the philosophical point about 
brand recognition which the manufacturers 
are making: but it should not be-persuatied 
to tinker with an essentially sound Bill.

Critics-and snobs pan her performances 
as a cascade of treacle: the epitome of 
lowbrow culture They miss the point about 
her, just as they could never understand the 
public's devotion to Liberace, Judy Garland, 
Madonna or Elvis Presley in his bloated and 
posthumous periods.

Streisand has become fabulously rich and 
successful But she survived a miserable 
childhood, and her emotional life Ms been a 
series of gloatingly publicised failures. 
Steely determination has made the most of 
her talent and she takes herself extremely 
seriously. She considered running for the 
Senate, and said that if George Bush were 
reelected, she would move to Britain. 

Cynics may see this as another reason for 
being grateful to Bill Clinton. But not her 
devoted fans, who will be at Wembley to 
worship their star. They come to bathe in the 
sentimental but comforting old notion that 
anyone, even a kooky girl from, the wrong 
side of the trades in Brooklyn, can triumph 
over the disasters and pains of life. 


No piecemeal way 
in N Ireland

Sir. Sir W illiam Ryrie (letter, April 13) 
is right to call for measures to break 
the log-jam in Northern Ireland. But 
hissuggestionofajdebisritelaycouri- 
ty would exacerbate rather than allev¬ 
iate the problem. 

There is no way of drawing a 
boundary between Northern Ireland 
and the Irish Republic which would 
not leave a large Nationalist minority 
in Northern Ireland. Were one or 
more counties to secede from the 
province the effect would be merely to 
create another dissident minority, of 
Unionists, in the republic. 

Moreover, neither nationalists in 
the Irish Republic nor their counter¬ 
parts in Northern Ireland have ever 
sought the transfer erf a part of North¬ 
ern Ireland, preferring to lay claim to 
the whole. In practice, the transfer of 
one or more counties to the republic 
would give heart to the IRA. which 
would argue that one mare violent 
heave could secure the transfer of the 
whole. 

Thus the principle of self-determin¬ 
ation which Sir William invokes is of 
little help in a situation in which maj¬ 
orities and minorities are so inextric¬ 
ably bound together. The truth is that 
the problems of Northern Ireland can¬ 
not be solved by drawing lines on a 
map but only by developing relation¬ 
ships of consent inside and outside the 
province. 

John Hume, leader of the SDLP. 
took a brave and calculated risk in 
talking to the leadership of Sinn Ftein 
last year. It is time now for him to talk 
with tiie parties representing the Uni¬ 
onist majority in Northern Irriand. 
The aim of such talks should be to se¬ 
cure an internal settlement based on 
the principle of partnership in govern¬ 
ment. Only when the people of North¬ 
ern Ireland are themselves able to 
take responsibility for the domestic af¬ 
fairs of their province will it be pos¬ 
sible to achieve the consensus needed 
to defeat violence. 

The key to a settlement lies not in 
the principle of self-determination but 
in that of self-government

Cancer death rates 

From Sir Reginald Murley 

Sir, There is an important factor in 
calculating death rales for breast can¬ 
cer that has not been adequately taken 
into account (report April 12; letters, 
April 18)- 

In my surgical career 1 dealt with 
many hundreds of breast-cancer pa¬ 
tients. none of whom died following 
thdr primary surgical operation. This 
experience would have been little 
different from that of innumerable 
other surgeons throughout the United 
Kingdom. 

But maty district hospitals in 
Britain provide on-going care for their 
patients and commonly admit the 
gravely ill and the dying under their 
original surgeons. The Maths of such 
patients may appear in hospital stat¬ 
istics linked with foe names of those 
surgeons. Your report must surely 
have referred to a pattern of later 
cancer deaths in hospital, largely de¬ 
pendent on the widely variable admis¬ 
sions practice of different hospitals, 
and not to their standards of primary 
surgery. 

In my own central London teaching 
and specialist hospitals terminal care 
was less commonly provided. There¬ 
fore. fewer of foe later breast-cancer 
deaths occurred in hospital and could 
not be recorded in relation to a named 
surgeon. 

Crude hospital statistics on such 
deaths can be widely different even 
when the standards of care and ult¬ 
imate survival of patients are similar.

Sir. Sadly, the Bishop of Bristol's letter 
erf April 13 — “I plead guilty to not 
supporting a model of spiritual lead¬ 
ership based on a commanding officer 
giving orders to his troops" — reflects 
foe attitude of so many in high places 
in the Church of England today. 

The Church and the nation do 
desperately need dynamic leadership. 
We live in a society riven wifo cor¬ 
ruption and criminality which are 
increasing at an alarming rate. The 
tragedy for us all is simply that we do 
not seem to appreciate how vital it is 
that we declare war on these evils. 

We need to hear dear commands 
from those in high places. The solu¬ 
tions are available. In foe Second Col¬ 
lect for Morning Prayer (1662) we 
read. “Whose service is perfect free¬ 
dom" and that “service", in God's 
name, involves foe qualities of duty, 
discipline and sacrifice — all of them 
military qualities. 

In his excellent book. The Path to 
Leadership, published in 1961. foe late 
Viscount Montgomery of Alamein (a 
bishop's son) revealed the solution. 
He wrote: 

It is not the countries which lock [he atom 
bombs or the big battalions which should 
be called “second-rate" powers, but the 
countries which lock the big ideals. 

Our young people must be taught to make 
their country mean something more than 
just a Welfare Stale. They must learn that 
the privileges and benefits conferred upon 
them involve complementary obligations. 

This need for a mutual respon¬ 
sibility is required today. We are in¬ 
volved in an insidious war of God 
versus the Devil, and practical sol¬ 
utions involving service and sacrifice 
are vital. Dynamic commanders and 
dear commands, addressed to foe 
whole Church and nation, are now 
essential.

Fhan 1966 an international Dersneo- 
tive opened out he became assistant 

secretaiy-generaJ (education) of the 
Comm onwealth Secretariat, an office 
extending to innumerable positions 
and secretaryships on boards of trust¬ 
ees and courts of governors, from 
Newfoundland through the South 
Pacific to the LSE. He was chairman of 
the Commonwealth Foundation, 1974 - 
77, and secretary-general of the Associ¬ 
ation of Commonwealth Universities. 
1970-80. 

Bom and educated in Barbados at 
Harrison College, Hugh Worrell 
Springer read Greats at Hertford 
College,-Oxford, where he was elected 
an honorary fellow in 1974. He was 
called to the Bar by the Inner Temple 
in 1938, returning to Barbados and the 
island’s Bar. Barbados was then in a 
state of shock, the aftermath of the 1937 
riots in which 14 people were shot 
dead: the Great Depression bad con¬ 
tinued to deepen in the Caribbean, 
causing general unrest 

Barbados then still had a basically 
18th-century colonial system constitu¬ 
tion. with a planter-dominated House 
of Assembly. But a Wade barrister 
member of it Grantley (later Sir 
Grant! ey) Adams soon emerged as the 
people’s tribune. Adams went to 
London to {dead the cause of the 
majority population- 

springer (then at the Inner Temple, 
but treasurer of the League of Coloured 
i^oples, a pioneer Wade pressure

group) helped to organise the visit 
recruiting a back-up group which 
included Sir Stafford Cripps, Rita 
HBnden and Arthur Creech Janes. 

For ten years, the young Springer— 
grave, methodical, a . splendid 
organiser — was to be the perfect 
complement to Adams, 15 years his 
senior, who was good an big issues but 
chaotic in mtmdane matters. Barbadi¬ 
an politics were transformed. Springer 
became general secretary of the Pro¬ 
gressive League — the forerunner of 
the Barbados Labour Party and the 
Barbados Workers’ Union — and his 


capacity for sustained hard work and 
Sion in negotiation were priceless gifts. 
He was elected to the Assembly in 
1940. one of five seats won by the 
League. Party politics had arrived at 
the House of Assembly for the first 
time. 

Springer was a constructive and 
moderate member. He continued with 
his trade union activities and, with 
Adams, established the union's right to 
negotiate, while helping to build up a 
trade union movement across the 
region with the formation of the 
Caribbean Labour Congress in 1945. 


In 1946 Barbados had its first taste of 
responsible government and Adams 
and Springer were in this embryonic 
Cabinet: but in October 1947 Springer 
resigned his seat to go to Jamaica as 
registrar of the new University CoUege 
of the West Indies. Adams saw his less 
to Barbados as almost irreparable, but 
Springer had his eye on a larger scene 
— the West Indian Federation, which 
then appeared no more than two or 
three years away. 

A self-contained man. of an almost 
lizard-tike immobility and reserve at 
times, he also disliked the Hogarthian 
hurly-burly and time-wasting sides of 
Barbadian electoral politics, seriously 
wondering if his days would be 
shortened by it alL 

Springer thus sat out most of the 
next two decades in Jamaica. He saw 
the Federation arrive late (1958-62) and. 
still-bom under Lord Hailes, fail. He 
accepted a Guggenheim Fellowship at 
Harvard, 1961-62, and wrote his Reflec¬ 
tions-on the Failure of the First West 
Indian Federation and followed this in 
1962-63 by a return to Oxford as senior 
visiting fellow at All Souls. In Jamaica, 
the University CoUege was now a hill 
university. He spent 1963-66 as direc¬ 
tor of its Institute of Education, with a 
short spell in 1964 as Acting Governor 
of Barbados. 

Then came his appointment to the 
Commonwealth Secretariat, and the 
international phase of his administra¬ 
tive -career. In February 1984 he 
became Governor-General of Barba¬ 
dos on the recommendation of the then 
Prime Minister‘Tom" Adams (the son 
of Sir Grantley Adams), one of 
Adams’s last acts before his untimely 
death. Springer, who had remained 
acceptable toboth of the main political 
parties, enjoyed good relations with 
succeeding Prime Ministers, and was 
immensely respected throughout the 
island. He was made a Knight of St 
Andrew, Barbados's national order, in 
tiie year be took up office, also being 
created GCMG in 1984 and GCVO in 
1985. He retired. foUowing a stroke, in 
April 1990. 

He is survived by his wife Dorothy 
three sons and one daughter. 


David Bensusan-Bidt, 
economist, died in 
London on March 25 
aged 79. He was born in 
Colchester on JnJy 24, 
1914. 

ONE of a brilliant generation 
of economists to be tutored by 
John Maynard Keynes at 
Cambridge in the 1930s, 
David Bensusan-Butt had a 
useful career serving the War 
Cabinet, ax the economic sec¬ 
tion of the Cabinet Office and 
in the Treasury. He was one of 
the first group of professional 
economists to operate at the 
heart of British government. 

Among his contributions as 
a civil servant was the “Bun 
Report". Early in the war. he 
was made private secretary to 
Professor Undemann (later 
Lord Cherwell). then personal 
adviser to Churchill. In 1941 
there was growing concern 
about the probable inaccuracy 
of aerial bombing, and Cher- 
well arranged for Bensusan- 
Butt to analyse the evidence. 
The verdict was devastating. 
Bensusan-Butt determining 
that less than one plane in 
three got within even five 
miles of its target. Not only 
Churchill but official histori¬ 
ans of the war have since 
regarded the “Butt Report" as 
having rendered a singular 
service to Bomber Command. 
After the war Bensusan-Bun 
did much of the drafting of tiie 
annual Economic Surveys 
which set the standard for all 
subsequent government eco¬ 
nomic analyses. 

David Mites Bensusan-Butt 
was educated at Gresham's 
School, Holt, where he 
showed a lively interest in 
philosophy and politics, and at 
King's College, Cambridge, 
where he studied economics 
under Keynes, whom he had 
been reading avidly since he 



was 15. Keynes honoured him 
by asking him to compile the 
index to the General Theory 
0936). 

In 1938. afrer a brief spell 
with The Economist. 
Bensusan-Butt entered the 
Civil Service. He stayed there, 
with some breaks, until 1962, 
during the war mainly in the 
Prime Minister's office and 
afterwards in the economic 
section of the Cabinet Office 
and later in the Treasury. The 
first break was during war 
service in the Royal Navy, the 
second was an exchange ar¬ 
rangement between the Brit¬ 
ish Cabinet Office and the 
Australian Prime Minister’s 
department which took him to 
Nuffield College in Canberra 
(1958-59). 

In 1962. having enjoyed his 
time in Canberra, he accepted 
an appointment as a profes¬ 
sorial fellow at the research 
school of Pacific studies of the 
Australian National Univer¬ 
sity. For 15 years he was a 
valued member of the eco¬ 
nomics department, frequent¬ 


ly as acting head. Among his 
contributions as adviser to the 
Australian government, the 
most important was his role as 
a member of the Asprey 
Committee on tax reform 
whose far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations are still reverber¬ 
ating in Australia. In 1976 he 
relumed lo London where he 
lived until his death in the 
lovely 17th-century house 
which had been the home of 
Lucien Pissarro, the impres¬ 
sionist painter. 

As for his publications, his 
reputation rests on three 
books: On Economic Growth 
(I960) — an innovative contri¬ 
bution to the theory of postwar 
economic growth which he 
wrote during his Nuffiekl 
CoUege fellowship, closely rea¬ 
soned in elegant prose: On 
Economic Man (I97S) — a 
searching critique of the as¬ 
sumptions underlying neo¬ 
classical economic theory: and 
On Economic Knowledge 
(1980) — a selection from the 
many profound, but entertain¬ 
ing essays on the development 
of economic theory which he 
wrote during his years in 
Australia. 

David Bensusan-Bun was a 
product of Cambridge at its 
best — urbane, cultivated, 
erudite, but also very winy, 
charming and generous. He 
was a good linguist, a gifted 
amateur painter and a pass¬ 
ionate collector of old books. 
He read and reread Mon¬ 
taigne. Voltaire and Croce. He 
painted landscapes in Eng¬ 
land. on holidays in Corsica 
and m the Australian bush. 
He was an excellent pianist 
playing Bach, Mozart and 
Schubert for his own pleasure, 
but put no composer above 
Haydn. 

He never married and is 
survived by his brother John 
and his twin sister Barbara. 


GEORGE PRESTON 


COMMANDER CHARLES CUTHBERTSON 


George Preston, former Principal of 
the dealing accounts office at the 
Bank of England, died on April 5 
aged 85. He was bom on December 
21,1908. 

AS PRINCIPAL of the Bank of England's 
dealing accounts office — effectively chief 
manager, foreign exchange — George 
Preston was at the helm in the Bank 
through the turbulent 1960s when sterling 
remained under constant and increasing 
pressure. With Roy Bridge, assistant to 
the Governors, he helped to mobilise lines 
of credit for the Bankwith which to mount 
the defence of . the exchange rate. That 
long battle ended with^he devaluation of 
the pound in 1967—an episode which he 
managed with characteristic calm and 
stoicisro. 

Preston can tittle have expected When 
he entered the Oiy in 1925 to live through 
such nerve-radring times. Educated at 
William Ellis School. Highgate, he 
started work at the age of 16 with the 
British Overseas Bank. 

At the outbreak of war he was invited to 
join the Bank of England, which he 
served for almost 30 years, developing 
there with Roy Bridge skills in the 
management erf the country^ foreign 
currency and gold reserves which g ained 


the admiration of central and commercial 
bankers alike. 

After the 1967 devaluation, more diffi¬ 
cult times soon followed as the markets 
turned to attack the doDar. and Heston 
was closely involved in tiie defence of tiie 
London Gold Fool arrangements where¬ 
by the G10 countries sought to protect the 
fixed price of tiie dollar to gold. As vast 
quantities of gold were shipped to London 
to satisfy demand, it was usually Preston 
who acted as tiie chain of communication 
between the Bank and die London Gold 
Fixing, executing his instructions with 
detachment and calm professionalism. 

After his retirement from tiie Bank of 
England in 1968 Preston joined the 
Standard Bank, an whose board he sat for 
ten years. He was instrumental in its 
expansion in tiie international and for¬ 
eign exchange markets, followed by its 
merger with the Chartered Bank, the 
purchase erf the bullion house Mocatta 
and Gddsmid, and tiie creation, initially 
with Tozer Kemsley and MiUbourn, of 
their successful inte rnational merchant 
banking aim, the Standard Chartered 
Merchant Batik, upon all ofwhose boards 
he served. 

In 1977 Preston joined the London 
Advisory Board of the Bank of New South 
Wales, later to become Westpac Banking 


Corporation. In 1982he became a director 
of Bell Group International when that 
company successfully took over the larger 
entertainment group ACC 

His relationship with Robert Holmes £ 
Court continued after the control of Bell 
passed to Alan Bond when Preston joined 
the board of Heytesbury, the private 
company through which Holmes £ Court 
controlled his theatrical and other inter¬ 
ests. Preston retired from the board in 
199a 

In 1964 he had been askpd to become 
part erf the team put in to rescue Johnson 
Matthey Bankers, which tiie Bank of 
England bad acquired for a nominal sum. 
Some regarded the taking on of such 
responsibility as foolhardy, given the 
pessimism which then surrounded the 
rescue, but Prestem saw it as an opportu¬ 
nity to give something back to the City 
which had treated him so well The 
successful outcome of the rescue by the 
Bank of England owed much to his 
endeavours. 

Preston was a man of drive and 
commitment, dear sighted in his views. 
Over a period of 66 years as a working 
banker, his influence on people and 
events was considerable.

Commander Charles 
Cathbertson, DSC RD, 

Master Mariner, (tied on 
April 1 aged 87. He was 
born on September 3, 
1906. 

THE remarkable seafaring 
career of Charles Cuthbertson 
started in the training ship 
Worcester, from where be 
joined the Union Castle line as 
a cadet aged 17. He served on a 
number of their ships during 
two decades before the war, 
qualifying as a Master at the 
unusually early age of 24. 

His father had been a Royal 
Navy officer and this may weD 
have influenced his derision 
also to join the Royal NavaJ 
Reserve on graduating from 
Worcester. At the outbreak of 
war he was already a lieuten¬ 
ant-commander, RNR, while 
holding the post of second 
officer of tiie liner Carnarvon 
Castle. 

Charles George Cuth¬ 
bertson's first wartime ap¬ 
pointment was in command of 
an ad hoc flotilla of anti¬ 
submarine trawlers on tiie 
east coast of Scotland. This 
was followed by special ser¬ 
vice in the ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful Norwegian campaign; 
Cuthbertson volunteered to be 
with the irregular force of 
small ships and fishing vessels 
engaged among the fiords in 
supporting behind-the-Unes 
operations of the celebrated 
Major-General Gubbins. This 
was a highly dangerous occu¬ 
pation and Cuthbertson was 
twice sunk by the Luftwaffe. 

In October 1940 he was 
given exmunand of the Hibis¬ 
cus. rate of the Flower class of 
corvettes rapidly produced by 
an emergency building pro¬ 
gramme intended to fill a 
desperate lack of transatlantic 
convoy escorts. Simple plat¬ 
forms for Asdic and depth 
charges, they were slow, light¬ 
ly armed and hugely uncom¬ 
fortable in rough weather but 
made a vital contribution to 
the Battle of the Atlantic 
sinking many U-boats. While 
in Hibiscus Cuthbertson was 
awarded the DSC for attack¬ 
ing a U-boat while unsupport¬ 
ed by other forces.

Commanding a second cor¬ 
vette, Zinnia. Cuthbertson 
was part of the escort force for 
the ill-fated convoy OG71 to 
Gibraltar, notable, among 
other tragedies, for the loss cf 
an entire draft of Wiens. In the 
early morning of August 23, 
1941, Zinnia was torpedoed. 
As site was under full hdm at 
the time she sank very quickly 
and there were only 15 survi¬ 
vors. The future author 
Nicholas Monsanto was sec- 
ond-in-command of Campan¬ 
ula, another corvette, and, 
having previously met 
Cuthbratson. recounted bow 
saddened and sickened he was 
by tiie news. Another escort 
was ordered bade to look for 
survivors at dawn. 

In his novel The Cruel Sea 
Monsanto depicts a Gibraltar 
convpy suffering similar 
events; a sister ship to the 
Compass Rose, the Sorrel, is 
torpedoed with 15 survivors 
and tiie description of the 
rescue of these with their 
captain is dearly based upon 
Cuthbertson’s experience. In 
that novel, Nicholas 
Monsanto aim based the 


character of Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander Ericson upon the 
looks, achievement and reput¬ 
ation of Cuthbertson- 

Undaunted, Cuthbertson 
subsequently commanded 
another corvette, the Snow¬ 
flake. being mentioned in 
dispatches in May 1942 for his 
role in escorting an Arctic 
convoy. He then commanded 
the destroyer Scimitar in the 
North Atlantic until July 1943 
when he became the youngest 
reservist to be promoted com¬ 
mander at the age of 39. 

Transferred to the River 
dass frigate Helford, as senior 
officer of an escort force, he 
found himself based at Aden, 
responsible for escorting some 
half a million personnel across 
the Indian Ocean to the South- 
East Asia theatre without loss. 
Helford saw out the end of the 
war with the British Pacific 
Fleet and Cuthbertson was 
again mentioned in 
dispatches. 

After tiie war he resumed 
his career with the Union 
Castle line, retiring as Master 
of iheSandom Castle in 1948. 
He was elected a Younger 


Brother of Trinity House in 
1946 and a member of the 
Honourable Company of 
Master Mariners. He subse¬ 
quently set himself up as a 
marine consultant and survey¬ 
or and was also much in¬ 
volved in sea training for 
young people, being made an 
honorary governor for life of 
the training ship Conway at 
Anglesey. He was also for 
many years the president of 
the Flower Class Corvette 
Association. 

Cuthbertson enjoyed a phe¬ 
nomenal number of sea com¬ 
mands. He had a reputation 
as an extremely strict disdpli- 
narian but was also “one of the 
nicest chaps you could meet”. 
All Union Castle skippers 
used to have a reputation as 
“ladies' men" but Cuthben- 
son’s charm and professional 
reputation also earned him 
friendships with such as Ad¬ 
mirals Andrew Cunningham 
and Max Horton, chief of the 
Western Approaches cam¬ 
paign- 

Cuthbertson was twice mar¬ 
ried and had a son by his first 
marriage. 
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THEBEACONSFfELD MEMORIAL

Despite cash-flow problems, the climate for small businesses is looking up. Derek Harris reports 


Late payers and 
capital players 


B ritain's small busi¬ 
nesses — run by en¬ 
trepreneurs working 
an average of 75 
hours a week, with half of 
them also toiling at weekends 
— can expect brighter times. 

The Confederation of British 
Industry (CB1) says that small¬ 
er manufacturers are at the 
forefront of Britain's economic 
recovery. Output of small 
firms over the four months to. 
January has increased at the 
strongest rate since January 
1989 and at a faster rate than 
in manufacturing as a whole. 

The British Chambers of 
Commerce (BCC). many of 
whose members are small 
businesses, says manufactur¬ 
ing in the final quarter of last 
year achieved slightly better 
growth, but with the service 
sector on a plateau. However, 
when BCC brings out this 
year's first quarter results, due 
shortly, it is likely to show 
some general improvement A 
CB1 survey earlier this month 
by Cbopers & Lybrand in¬ 
dicated that business activity 
in the financial services sector 
was “firmly up", with the pace 
of job cuts slowing. 

Business failures are contin¬ 
uing on a downward trend, 
according to Trade Indemnity 
(TI). a credit insurance group. 
Failures in the first three 
months of this year were 
estimated at just over 1,000,41 
per cent down on the same 
period last year. 

All these indicators suggest 
that Lord Strathclyde, the 
minister for small business, 
may have beat correct when 
he said earlier this year that 
small businesses felt more 
positive and that this year 
would prove exciting. 

However, there are anxi¬ 
eties about post-recession pro¬ 
blems. The start of an eco¬ 
nomic revival is often die time 
that small businesses rush 
into over-trading. They chase 
orders at the expense of good 
credit management and bor¬ 
row to fund the greater stocks 
they optimistically expect to 
sell as the recovery proceeds. 


One anxiety concerns late 
payment of trade debts. Tl 
blamed this for an 11 per cent 
rise in first-quarter failures, 
compared with the previous 
three months. A rise in the first 
quarter is normal, but William 
Simpson. TTs chief economist 
says: “For two quarters run¬ 
ning, the average value of 
unpaid debt has risen. The 
scale of unpaid debt threat¬ 
ens many otherwise success¬ 
ful firms, despite economic 
recovery." 

Even businesses with eff¬ 
icient credit management sys¬ 
tems are reporting greater 
difficulty in recovering money 
owed to them. 


O pinion on what to 
do is split on the 
main issue of 
whether there 
should be a statutory right to 
claim interest on debts due for 
payment. The Institute of Di¬ 
rectors and BCC both favour 
legislation. A BCC survey of 
small firms in membership 
found 85 per cent in favour of a 
statutory right with 94 per cent 
saying they had suffered nega¬ 
tive effects from late payment 
The CBI draws back from 
statutory interest while urging 
other moves to ease the late 
payment problem. John Par¬ 
sons, chairman of the CBI^s 
smaller firms council, says: 
“Dominant customers who 
have paid late in the past will 
have few qualms about insist¬ 
ing on long payment terms. 


SOME go-ahead training 
and enterprise councils 
(Tecs) are turning their atten¬ 
tion to helping small busi¬ 
nesses to export, especially to 
tihe opening European mar¬ 
ket writes Rodney Hobson.

It has 600 active 
investors in its portfolio and 
each month they get reports 
from VCR on likely prospects 
in which to sink their cash.

(BFAJ. 

Before the recession, the 

failure rate had been as low as 
4J3 per cent In 1992, it had 
gone to 7.4 per cent so last 
year's figures represent 
an improvement. 

Not that fr anchis ing is a 
guarantee of business success. 
Inevitably, some would-be 
franchisers set up to get rich 
quick at the expense of the 
gullible and even responsible 
and ethical franchisers can 
run into difficulties. There are 
about 400 franchise format 
systems in tire United King¬ 
dom, operating through near¬ 
ly 25,000 franchised outlets. 

Last year, 35 withdrew from 
business, compared with 33 
the year before, the survey 
shows. Eight of die withdraw¬ 
als were because of commer¬ 
cial failure. The rest arose 
either from takeovers or those 
who dropped die franchising 
formula. 

franchising turnover in 
1990 was £5.2 billion, but with 
recession, the industry suf¬ 
fered, turnover dropping to 
£A8 billion in 1991 and then 
£45 billion in 1992. Last year, 
growth trend developed in 

areas in which Surrey busi¬ 
nesses need help and subcon¬ 
tracts the work to an expert 
keeping a Tec representative 
on hand to offer extra help 
and advice.

The outlook for franchising 
is increasingly optimistic, the 
survey concludes. It points-to 
existing franchisers who plan 
to increase the number of units 
they operate by 15 per cent 
over the next 12 months. 
Within five years, they hope ro 
double their present total. 

Franchising has been enter¬ 
ing a number of fresh fields 
from some of the professions 
such as solicitor chains and 
doorstep milk delivery. Com¬ 
bined petrol stations and con¬ 
venience stores are increas¬ 
ingly bring franchised. Esso is 
the latest oil company to fol¬ 
low. Some pub chains are 
moving more towards fran¬ 
chise-style operation, with 
Warrington-based Greenafls 
now a full member of the BFA

Banks take a new business tack I — m

by criticism of 
tner treatment of 
small businesses, 
banks are looking 
anew at ways to help this 
sector. They say that small 
businesses, too. are changing 
their attitude towards ban king 
and financing. 

Uoyds Bank, with 350,000 
small business customers. 
says that cash is still available 
to lend to small businesses but 
that demand has slumped. 
Mike Shaw, head of business 
banking, says: “The recession 
and tow sales have made 
businesses wary of taking on 
more debt Three out of four of 
our small business customers 
are in credit" 

Lloyds has £3 billion on loan 
id small businesses but many 
customers are choosing not to 
borrow up to their agreed 
lending limits. It says that 30 
pea: cent borrow less than half 
the amount they are allowed. 

One reason is that borrow¬ 
ers have realised that late 


payments from their custom¬ 
ers and bad debts can push the 
overdraft through the limit 
Mr Shaw says "We encourage 
° ur customers to think about 
who they trade with and on 
what terms before they do 
business. We also want diem 
to spot potential bad debts 
before it is too late. Late 
payment and bad debts will 
not go away with recovery." 

like many lenders. Lloyds 
has seen a shift from reliance 
on short-term finance towards 
tong-term, fixed-rate loans 
that give borrowers die 
breathing space they 
when they knew that over¬ 
drafts could be called in at 
anytime. 

Although most lending to 
small businesses is still an 
overdrafts, the national aver¬ 
age is down to 58 per cent and 
falling. Large banks, for their 
part, have been rethinking 
their approach towards small 
businesses and moving more 
towards practical help 



through the various stages of 
starting a business. 

There is a growing aware¬ 
ness, that concentrating lend¬ 
ing decisions in the hands of 
small business specialists has 
taken power away from local 
managers, who often had a 
personal fed for the right 

customer or type of business. 

David Stewart TSB’s com¬ 
mercial banking director, 
says: “Small businesses are 
not a homogenous group but a 
diverse range that all have dif¬ 
ferent needs. In the past, soroe 
bankas have tried to service 
them al l with the same prod¬ 
ucts. At TSB, we have identi¬ 
fied their specific needs." 

TSB has turned its attention 
to sectors such as solicitors, 
schools and medical practices. 
The bank has used its tech¬ 
nology to develop bespoke 
computer software for this 
type ctf business. This has pro¬ 
vided a direct link via a mo¬ 
dem between a practice's com¬ 
puter and the bank’s. 

Mr Stewart says: “TSB has 
introduced a new style of busi¬ 
ness banking Managers get to 
know. their customers and 
their businesses. Hie manag¬ 
ers stay put, becoming ptol of 
local business communities. 

"We also encourage them to 
go on the road to visit cus¬ 
tomers. Sometimes, managers 
start from home in die morn¬ 
ing to visit customers and 
return hone at night without 
going to the office."

Geoffrey Goldkom. a part¬ 
ner in Goldkom. Davies and 
Mathias, a London solicitors’ 
firm, says his firm switched 
banks because branch clo¬ 
sures and die moving around 
of bank staff led to inefficiency 
and high charges. 

Much has changed for solic¬ 
itors since the firm was estab¬ 
lished in 1979. Restrictions on 
the marketing of services have 
ceased, competition in areas 
such as making wills and con¬ 
veyancing has been intro¬ 
duced and specialisation has 


increased. Many small firms 
have been taken over, but 
Goldkom, Davies and Mathi¬ 
as employs 15 staff and annual 
turnover is almost £1 million. 

The firm uses the TSB speci¬ 
alised service because of the 
need to move clients’ money 
quickly, such as at completion 
of a house purchase. 

Head teachers now in con¬ 
trol of school budgets are 
another group that has discov¬ 
ered the need to develop 
business skills.

T he impromptu panel of 
my friends was unani¬ 
mous. In a Mind tasting 
they agreed the cola on the 
right was die real thing. It 
tasted fuller. It wasn't over- 
fizzy. It was, they confidently 
declared, the Real Thing. 

Wrong. It wasn't Coca Cola 
at all. It was Salisbury's new 
"American Classic” cola. 
Three out of four Sun readers 
reached the same verdict on 
Monday- 

Britain’s biggest grocery 
brand Coca Cola, and its most 
powerful retailer. Sains bury, 
have been frantically trying to 
play the ensuing "great cola 
war" story down. But. for two 
reasons, this is different, first, 
own labels' share of the total 
grocery market is rising inexo¬ 
rably. from a fifth of UK sales 

in the 80s to around a third 


Sainsbury’s cola warfare prompts Alan Mitchell to look to the future 


now. Last year, according to 
market researchers Nielsen, 
total groceiy sales grew by 3 
per cent while own label sales 
increased by 65 per cent 
More significantly, die re¬ 
tailers are raising their sights. 
They have long occupied the 
foothills of branding, dominat¬ 
ing safes of commodity prod¬ 
ucts like cream, dry pasta, 
cooking oil and flour. But now 
they are making a concerted 
push on high-ground strong¬ 
holds like pet foods, deter¬ 
gents, chocolates, and soft 
drinks. As Robin Whitbread, 
board director for marketing 
at Sains bury told The Times 
last year, when it comes to 
innovation, quality and value 
for money, his company is 


taking on the multinational 
branded manufacturers. "We 
are competing very directly 
with each brand in each 
market” he said. 

And, it seems, successfully. 
Novon. the recendylaunched 
Sainsbury detergent, . has 
seized a 30 per cent share of 
the market, beating back 
brands like Persil and Arid. 
Maker of Sainsbuiys new 
cola and own label supplier, 

the Cott Corporation, has 

grabbed 20 per cent of the 
Canadian market, forcing 
Coke to dose half of its 16 
bottling plants. In blind tastes, 
seven out of ten consumers 
either prefer or cant distin¬ 
guish its cola from the leading 
brand, says Sainsbury. 


Repeal this in category after 
category, add discounting, 
and there are the ingredients 
for the great "death of the 
brand" story. Its the death of 
an outdated myth, the myth 
being that specialist manufac¬ 
turers, guided by their market¬ 
ing departments and boosted 
by huge economies of scale 
and heavy advertising, can 
dictate what retailers stock. 
These days the truth is that 
control of distribution usually 
far outweighs the powers un¬ 
leashed by the brand manag¬ 
ers. Brands live or die by their 
supermarket listings. And, as 
McKinsey consultant John 
Brady points out, while 
-brands really came into their 
own decades ago things have 


moved on. Today, brand man¬ 
ufacturers are hard-pressed to 
mam tam the lead they need, 
especially when many are still 
suppliers of own label too. 

The great advertising de¬ 
fence is also crumbling. Media 
fragmentation means it is 
more expensive to get the 
marketing message across. 
Frank Milton, head of Coo¬ 
pers & Lybrand’s marketing 
practice; said: "Advertising is 
not as powerful as it used to 
be. It is becoming the ticket 
money for distribution.” 

So when a Tesco director 
told an audience of advertising 
executives a few years ago that 
their brands deserved to die, 
they should not have been so 
shocked. The real split, the 


director said, was not between 
own label and brand, but 
“real- brands lto 
Coke and Sainsbury. wluch 
provide real product benefits 
and value tor money, and 
"pseudo brands", which do 
not. The difference now is that 
only a handful of large brand 
manufacturers can afford to 
build real brands. 

That change has taken a 
long time to be noticed so 
long that il is already becom¬ 
ing out of date, Retailers may 
have all the advantages at the 
moment, Mr Milton says. But 
changes m the retail scene, 
such as the increase in home 
shopping, could soon mean 
todays gleaming superstores 
could be the same costly 
milestone for retailers that 
brand-building is for manu¬ 
facturers today. 



... and the Real Thing 


Take us out of the playpen 


I do not know if we shall 
ever see a one-company 
ITV. What I would like to 
see, and soon, is a dearer 
division of responsibility be¬ 
tween the regulation of li¬ 
censed programme services on 
the one hand, and the rules on 
media ownership on the other. 

The ITC {Independent Tele¬ 
vision Commission] is firmly 
estabished as the body to 
scrutinise programme perfor¬ 
mance. In addition, we are 
fortunate in this country to 
have a tradition of’broadcast¬ 
ing professionals alert and 
sensitive to die special respon¬ 
sibilities involved in bringing 
television programmes into 
every home. 

There has always been a 
lively and healthy debate 
about programme issues in¬ 
volving viewers, regulators, 
critics, producers and 
politicians. 

But it should be left to the 
Monopolies and Mergers 
Commission to decide upon 
questions of ownership of 
television companies, as it 
already does for other indus¬ 
tries. And it is share of market 
which should be the yardstick 
by which limits are deter¬ 
mined. This will be fairer, it 
will be more effective. It will 
allow for sensible adjustments 
to the rules as new services 
come on stream. 

In the current debate about 
cross-media ownership, there 
is a logical consequence of this 
approach. 

I have always argued pas¬ 
sionately for liberalisation of 
die rules. The old nursery 
approach to media ownership, 
whereby our Whitehall nanny 
placed each of us in our neatly 
fenced playpen, worked well 
for this-country for the best 
part of 60 years. It made 
possible many great pro- 
gramme-making achieve¬ 
ments in radio ana television. 


Speaking publicly for the first time about the future of 
the media, Michael Green, chairman of Carlton and 


ITN, makes an impassioned plea for deregulation 


T oday, however, we all 
know that game is 
over. Technology has 
made the media a 
global industry. The signifi¬ 
cance of national frontiers and 
national systems of regulation 
is diminishing constantly. 

1 have no quarrel with the 
influence News International, 
far example, has achieved not 
only in this country, but in 
other regions of the world. My 
complaint, like that of many 
people here tonight, is simply 
that successive British govern¬ 
ments conceded News Inter¬ 
national a scale of influence 
and reach which they have 
consistently denied to anyone 
else. 

Changes in broadcasting 
regulation in Britain continue 
to move much more slowly 
than technology, much more 
slowly than the growth of 



communications to work to¬ 
gether, to develop common 
strategies, to make joint in¬ 
vestments. to exploit their 
commitment to a trade in 
which many performers are 
constantly switching from one 
discipline to another. 

If The Daily Mail wants to 
buy a slice of Carlton, I am 
delighted I am certainly not 
frightened. I hope that no 
newspaper group would be 
frightened if Carlton wanted 
to buy a piece of them. 

The days are long gone 
when Northdiffes or Beaver- 
brooks could conspire to rock 
governments. In addition. ITV 
is not like a newspaper. It has 
no single proprietorial mind 
which can impose a partisan 
editorial agenda. It is an 
organisation which aspires to 
impartially and neutrality as 
core virtues. These have sel¬ 
dom foiled.

media empires elsewhere in 
the world. If the British gov¬ 
ernment is serious about 
wanting British companies to 
compete globally in the media 
industry, then yesterday is not 
too soon to liberate the restric¬ 
tions upon media ownership. 

It is not realistic to suppose 
that any government is going 
to compel News International 
to # divest itself of any of its 
existing newspaper or satellite 
interests. So be it Rupert 
Murdoch took a huge gamble 
in launching Sky. Today it is 


beginning to pay off, taking 
British 


only a small slice of the British 
broadcasting market, but a 
huge role in the total British 
media market, when newspa¬ 
pers are included. 

But at least allow the rest of 
us to compete on that famous 
level playing field. 

I welcome the notion that 
newspaper companies such as 
Associated Newspapers, or 
United, or the Telegraph, or 
the Mirror, should be able to 
buy into our business. I see no 
reason why we should not be 


able to buy into theirs. The 
media industry is for too 
relentlessly competitive for a 
real threat of a monopoly to 
exist. 

A lot of nonsense has been 
talked about the supposed 
technical synergy between 
various branches of the media. 
Most of us can see only very 
limited scope for linkage be¬ 
tween newspapers and. tele¬ 
vision at operational level. 

But there are plainly oppor¬ 
tunities for talented people 
of mass 


T he media are now for 
too fragmented, too 
pluralistic for any 
threat to exist that any 
of us could wield monopolistic 
powers to pursue political 
objectives, even if we wanted 
to. Journalists at foe sharp end 
may sometimes hunt in packs, 
to harry the Royal Family or 
chastise gyrating politicians. 
But no legislation, no regula¬ 
tion. no spread of ownership 
wfll ever prevent that 
The proprietors and senior 
executives of media businesses 
simply want to run good 
companies that produce great 
programmes and great news¬ 
papers — and yes, make 
money. Dr Johnson was right 
few of us are more innocently 
employed than when we are 
simply making money. 

The present system of regu¬ 
lating media ownership in 
Britain serves only one pur¬ 
pose: to encourage an interna¬ 
tional vision of our 
independent broadcasting in¬ 
dustry as a cottage concern, a 
duster of cosy local businesses 
that our competitors can re¬ 
gard as almost insignificant— 
charming little English 
thatched villages in a world¬ 
wide industry dominated by 
skyscrapers. I want some of 
those skyscrapers to be our 
skyscrapers — not their 
skyscrapers. 

Internationally, small has 
ceased to be beautiful or even 
useful. Size and financial 
strength will be essential com¬ 
ponents for commercial com¬ 
panies seeking to compete and 
to flourish internationally. 
They will also be vital in 
maintaining a healthy home 
market, and with it the future 
of our production industry.

The Street sweeps 
all before it 


T he production team at 
Coronation Street 
has a rale: should any 
of them think they have 
discovered the secret to its 
phenomenal and enduring 
success, they are to go 
straight home and stay there 
until they have recovered 
their senses. 

This week ITVs 34-year- 
old northern soap opera 
knocked spots off its BBC 
rival EastEnders in the tele¬ 
vision ratings war. Accord¬ 
ing to unofficial viewing 
figures, 14.9 million people 
watched Coronation Street, 
compared with S-l million 
for EastEnders, on Monday 
night—the first time the two 
programmes have been 
scheduled directly against 
each other. 

The results defy critics 
who claimed that the 
Sfreefs audiences were too 
old and downmarket for the 
new-look. youth-oriented, 
profit-driven, action-packed 
and upwardly mobile ITV. 

In fact, the programme’s 
audience is slightly younger 
than that of ITV as a whole, 
with a higher proportion 
than the network’s weekday 
peak-time average of view¬ 
ers in the 25 to 34 age group, 
so coveted by advertisers. 
And although only 36 per 
cent of Street viewers fall 
into the "upmaiker ABC 1 
socio-economic. groups, 
against 44 per cent of the 
population at large, its com¬ 
position exactly reflects the 
class breakdown across the 
whole of ITV peak-time 
viewing during the week. 

The Street is also extreme¬ 
ly good value for money. 
The networik centre is sup¬ 
posed to buy programmes 
from the ITV companies at 
near to cost price, twt actual¬ 
ly pays around £ 120,000 per 
episode of the Street — 
si gnificantl y more than it 
costs to produce. (By com¬ 
parison, a typical half-hour 
situation comedy would cost 
from £150,000 to £200,000.)

LONDON. International 
Group, maker of Durex con¬ 
doms, has admitted its net 
worth will be wiped out by 
provisions and write-offs of 
more than £120 million when 
it sells its loss-making photo¬ 
processing business. The 
group is being forced to 
launch a huge snare issue to 
offset the imminent losses. 

The group revealed the ex¬ 
tern of its financial difficulties 
yesterday when it announced 
the closure of three factories in 
Britain, with the loss erf 1.000 
jobs, and the appointment of a 
new chairman. 

LIG started on a promised 
disposal programme by sell¬ 
ing its Buttercup, Galloway's 
and LiqufrutS COUgh mPriirinA 
brands to Pfizer, the American 
drugs group, for £11 million. 

The group had net assets of 
£120 million before it began its 
reorganisation but these wilT 
be obliterated by provisions 
and writedowns. It is planning 
to shrink to its profitable core 
business of branded condoms, 
where it holds 22 per cent of 
the world market, and rubber 
gloves. 

The closures, including its 
Durex factory at Chingfaid, in 
Essex, and job cuts will cost 
£19 million. 

Nick Hodges, the chief exec¬ 
utive. said these job cuts • 
would be followed by 1.000 
more at UG*s overseas sub¬ 
sidiaries. This wifi reduce the 
workforce in die group's 
healthcare division by more 
than a quarter to 5JXX). 
ColourCare, the photopro¬ 
cessing division, employs 
3,500 people and many of 
these are also expected to lose 
their jobs when the business is 
sold. 

Mr Hodges said LIG would 
need a substantial equity in¬ 
jection as part of its restructur¬ 
ing. adding that it was 
keeping its banks fully in-

Hie group said its financial 
performance in toe second 
half of toe year to March 30 
was hit after it tried to smooth 
out these extra sales. This 
follows a loss of £5.1 milli on ^ 
toe half year to September 30 
and, with the likely provisions, 
suggests a massive loss for the 
year just ended. 

UG also confirmed toe re¬ 
tirement of Alan WoKz. who 
has led the group, first as 
managing director and then 
as chairman, since 1979. He is 
being replaced at the begin¬ 
ning of next month by Michael 
Moore, toe chairman of 
Tomkins. Mr Hodges refused 
to reveal if Mr Woltz would 
receive a pay-off but he earned 
£107,000 as chairman last 
year. . 

Mr . Hodges blamed LICS 
troubles on its ailing photo- 
prooessmg -business, but he 
defended its aggressive expan¬ 
sion into the business a decade 
ago. 

“In the early Eighties, when 
condom sales were falling, we 
were being urged by fee City 
to diversify;’’ fie said. In that 
period. UG. also diversified 
into fine china, where it made 
losses. 

Mr Hodges said toe group 
had a bright fixture as an 
independent company and as 
a world leader in its markets if 
toe restructuring succeeds.

Gas-fired 
power 
station 
goes on 
stream

POWE RG EN yesterday 
switched on the first large new 
power station built in south¬ 
east England for more than a 
decade. Like most other re¬ 
cently built plants. Rye House, 
near Hoddesdon. in Hertford¬ 
shire, generates electricity’ 
from gas. It was opened by 
Lord Wakeham, who was 
energy secretary when Power- 
Gen was privatised and ap¬ 
proved the planning 
permission for the scheme 14 
months ago. 

The 700-megawatt power 
station was built by Siemens, 
toe German electrical engi¬ 
neering and electronics group. 
Heinrich von Pierer. Siemens’ 
president and chief executive, 
said his company had a good 
chance of cooperating with 
PowerGen in turnkey power 
plants in growth markets. 

Both PowerGen and Nat¬ 
ional Power, the other large 
generator, point to reduced 
carbon dioxide and sulphur 
emissions as an incentive to 
build gas plants. PowerGen 
plans to build combined-cycle 
gas plants producing 
3.000MW. Sir Colin South- 
gate. toe chairman, is under¬ 
stood to be highly satisfied 
with the projects undertaken 
with Siemens; however, no 
definite cooperation plan is 
under discussion. 

Herr von Pierer said Rye 
House, like the plant Siemens 
completed a year ago for 
PowerGen at Killingholme, 
Humberside, was finished 
within budget and ahead of 
time. Siemens was seeking 
more power plant business in 
Britain. 

“I seea good opportunity for 
co-operation with an experi¬ 
enced operator like Power¬ 
Gen." he said. This would be 
aimed primarily at the Asian 
market. 

Siemens has just secured a 
DM1 billion order from Tai¬ 
wan for a 2364 MW gas-fired 
power station. In the past two 
years, its power plant orders 
from South East Asia alone 
have totalled DM 4 billion.

Clarke attacks ‘top 
heavy EBRD’

KENNETH Clarice, toe Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, at¬ 
tacked top heavy and costly 
bureaucracy at toe European 
Bank of Reconstruction and 
Development at its annual 
meeting in St Petersburg. “We 
must question whether we can 
sensibly justify a 23-strong 
beard of directors which ac¬ 
counts directly for 12 per cent 
of toe bank’s costs,” he said. 

His criticism echoed unease 
at the bank and governments 
of the larger western states. 
On Monday. Lawrence Sum¬ 
mers, US Deputy Treasury 
Secretary, said “the greater 
efficiency in the bank now 
means that the cost of toe 
board stands out even mare". 

The problem is that the 
governors represent their 
countries, and the smaller 
western countries are not 
keen to lose their represent¬ 
atives. Trying to reduce the 
board would therefore cause a 
diplomatic problem, just as 
the EBRD is beginning to 
recover from upheavals result¬ 


ing in the departure of Jacques 
Attali, former president. 

While criticising the bonk, 
government representatives 
praised its new president, 
Jacques de larosfere. Mr 
Clarke spoke of the new 
president's “robust approach” 
and said “he has begun to 
concentrate the organisation, 
resource and opportunities at 
the bank on its key remit". 

In Mr Clarke’s pointed 
words, “his dear message is 
that value for money is a per¬ 
manent feature of me bank." 
though he did later qualify 
this by admitting its first goal 
is to stimulate development 

Mr Clarice and-other west¬ 
ern ministers also met Viktor 
Chernomyrdin. Russia's 
prime minister, emphasising 

the need to create a climate for 

western investment in Russia. 
Mr Clarke told the press they 
had stressed the vital necessity 
of creating a stable climate for 
investment and avoiding sud¬ 
den changes in policy and 
taxation. 


Trafalgar to

BRITAIN’S middle-sized companies 
axe not best pleased by John Major and 
his policies. According to a surrey by 
Coopers & Lybrand. die firm of 
accountants, 67 per cent of managers 
in such firms believe government 
policies do not help them to succeed. 

Since these companies are reckoned 
to have annual sales of £804billion and 
almost a third of Britain’s output and 
employment, this may be a matter of 
concern at 10 Downing Street. In 
Victoria Street, the home of die Trade 
and Industry Department, the findings 
may be equally worrying. 

Despite the efforts of Michael 
Heseltme, the President of the Board of 
Trade, to make his department more 
effective and user-friendly. 86 per cent 
of executives say they have little 


knowledge of die department or its 
activities. 

On export promotion and import 
substitution, an area dear to Mr 
Hesdtme^ heart, the DTI rames in fat 
especial criticism. Companies say 
there is plenty of information on trade 
fairs but they need a level playing field 
and information on competitors. 

Equally worrying, some companies 
report skill Shortages, though the 
economy has yet to recover to its pre- 
recession output peak. About 79 per 
cent of senior executives in middle- 
sized companies say they need more 
government help with training. If 
necessary, they are willing to pay for it 
through higher taxes. 

Government assistance is judged 
inadequate by 84 per cent of construe' 
tion company chiefs, a view shared by 
a similar proportion in aerospace, 
defence and electrical engineering. The 


easiest answer would be investment 
incentives such as grants, subsidies 
and lower taxes, they say. 

Overall, the level and nature of 
Britain's taxation regime emerges as a 
cause of little concern. But support for 
it seems stronger among service com¬ 
panies; 62 per cent of senior executives 
m hotels and catering. 59 per cent in 
financial services and a similar propor¬ 
tion of retailers say they are happy 
with the status qua 

This insight into die thinking of 
medium-sized companies emerges 
from a wealth of detail collected in the 
biggest study of its kind ever mounted. 
It was carried out for Coopers & 
Lybrand by Gallup, the polling 
company. 

Gallup contacted 3J500 companies 
with turnovers ranging from £8 mil¬ 
lion to £500 million. It then spoke to the 
chairmen, managing directors or chief 


executives of 500 of them, devoting an 
hour to each. 

The findings amount to 1.050 pages 
of computer print-out. Sir Brian Jen¬ 
kins, a senior partner at Coopers & 
Lybrand, said: “The issues facing the 
middle market are poorly understood, 
and its contribution to the UK econo¬ 
my is underestimated. By setting out 
the issues and prating down the 
characteristics ana success factors, this 
survey will hopefully kick-start a long 
ovpthie... debate on how to optimise 
this sector's huge potential*’

‘No grave errors’

and DM250 million in pay¬ 
ments owed to subcontractors. 
. Herr Krupp said, he could 
not exclude the possibility of a 
whole ring of people : behind 
the Schneider property deal¬ 
ings. As normal in mortgage 
lending. Herr Schneider had 
ordered the outside evalua¬ 
tions for properties he wanted 
to buy with borrowed money. 
Until the collapse of the 
Schneider group, it had al¬ 
most always been a punctual 
payer. Herr Krupp said. 

Deutsche has started legal 
proceedings against Herr 
Schneider and Claudia, his 
wife, for fraud, based on 
allegedly falsified documents 
for a project in Frankfort.

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De Beers sees sparkle return to diamond market

De Beers, he said, is confident that 
the cooperation between the Central 


Selling Organisation and the Rus¬ 
sians “will extend beyond the life of 
the present CSO contract”, which 
expires at the end ofl995. 

De Beers added yesterday, how¬ 
ever, that there is “still evidence of 
the Russians selling technical dia¬ 
monds” in contravention of the CSO 
agreement, although there has been 
little evidence since 1993 that the 
agreement on gem stones has a g ain 
been broken. 

Mr Ogilvie Thompson said De 
Beers has staked large areas in 
Canada’s Northwest Territories, 
which appears likely to- become a 
diamond producer in tiie forseeable ~ 


future. “We are in contact with the 
principal operators.” he added.

□ MEDIUM-SIZED companies 
are the Cinderellas of the British 
economy. Big and brash, their 
Footsie sisters get the attention of 
ministers, media and the City. 
The smallest of the breed, re¬ 
vered for their jobereation pow¬ 
ers. are the target of advice 
agencies, government aid, and 
special sections in newspapers. 



But in between, middle-sized 
companies just get on with the 
job. This is a dangerous state of 
affairs, as a survey by Coopers & 
Lybrand, published yesterday 
shows. While some mid-ranked 
companies are growing fast and 
thriving, too many admit that 
their performance is poor. 

Yet the vitality of Britain's 
mid-sized companies is crucial to 
the economic health of the coun¬ 
try. and hence to the prosperity 
of us all. 

By Coopers' reckoning, there 
are 19,000 companies in the 
United Kingdom with an annual 
turnover between £8 million and 
£500 million. Together, they 
have an annual turnover of £804 
billion and account for some 30 
per cent of gross domestic prod¬ 


uct, as well as a similar propor¬ 
tion of employment. In ag¬ 
gregate, these companies are as 
important as the top 1300 com¬ 
panies in the country. 

Within this diverse band. Coo¬ 
pers has found, private com¬ 
panies outnumber their listed 
brethren by three to one. These 
companies are owned over¬ 
whelmingly by owner manager, 
executive directors and staff. 
Even when they are quoted, 
directors usually have a hefty 
stake. 

On average, these companies 
have annual sales of £42 million 
and some 530 employees. Typi¬ 
cally. they have flat management 
structures, agility in response to 
market pressures, and access to 
adequate finance. 

In Germany, such companies 
are known as the MittlestandL 
They are the backbone of 
Germany's economic miracle. 
Yet according to Coppers & 
Lybrand, among Britain's Mid¬ 
dle Market “rapid growth is 
unusual". 

Some 73 per cent of Middle 
Market companies showed zero 
or low growth in employee 
numbers over the last three 


years, and three out of five 
showed scam rise in their turn¬ 
over. But the market in which 
these companies exist is chang¬ 
ing. At the turn of the decade, 
three quarters of them faced a 
main competitor based in the 
UK. By 1996, a third expect their 
main competitor to be based 
abroad. The competition is tough 
and getting tougher. 

Many managers in the sector 
admit their skills arc inadequate. 
They know they need help. Who 
is going to give it to them?

T he Federal Reserve's open 
market committee has met 
three times this year, and on 
each occasion it has raised 
interest rates by one quarter of a 
percentage paint Six more meetings 
are scheduled this year.

Contracting out for greater value and flexibility 


I n Bloomsbury, London, is the 
Cable & Wireless (C&W) 
headquarters, the telecom' 
raunications company whose sub¬ 
sidiaries include Mercury, its 
British telephone services arm. 
The headquarters is an early 1950s 
building which by the late 1980s 
was badly outdated, writes Derek 
Harris. The company decided to 
upgrade it while building a new 
location for Mercury on a nearby 
Theobalds Road site so the two 
organisations could be more readi¬ 
ly coordinated. 

The question was how to man¬ 
age C&W buildings facilities 
because in the past its headquar¬ 
ters had had a mix of internal 
provision and contracting out.

services manager, m 1991 decided 
to look at how the company was 
dealing with facilities manage¬ 
ment, initially concentrating on 
the refurbished C&W headquar¬ 
ters. 

He says: “We wiped the slate 
dean and looked at various possi¬ 
bilities.’' This included consider¬ 
ing going to one of the growing 
band of service providers that had 
expanded its portfolio to the point 
where a total facilities manage¬ 
ment package could be offered. We 


decided the one-contractor ap¬ 
proach did not suit us. It was not 
flexible enough." 

C&W ended up cherry-picking 
to get the best contractor to provide 
a particular service and overlaying 
that by contracting out the man¬ 
agement function. 

In the summer of 1992 a tender¬ 
ing request to be the management 
company wait to Facilities and 
Property Management (FPM). 
which has just merged with Ches¬ 
terton, the property specialists. 

Mr Rolfe says: "We were look¬ 
ing for the best value at the stan¬ 
dard we wanted. It enabled us to 
specify from day one the level of 
service we sought Going to tender 
has made budgeting easier and 
given flexibility."

R educed bills in two key 
areas helped to bring 
down office costs in the 
first quarter of this year. 
In real terms, screening out infla¬ 
tion. overall costs went down just 
over 1 percent 

This emerges from the latest 
quarterly The Tinzes/Procord office 
costs index. Procord is a leading 
facilities management company. 

Adam Burstow, the facilides 
costs consultant who oonducts the 
Procord analyses, says: "This is 
good for organisations and for 
Great Britain pic. But it remains to 
be seen whether the trend will carry 
through for the year." 

Generally, prices affecting office 
costs are stable. There are inflation¬ 
ary pressures on material prices 
and labour rates, but Mr Burstow 
says these are being offset by 
improved working practices and 
management techniques now being 
used throughout the facilities man¬ 
agement sector. 

Two developments have lowered 
prices. The electricity component in 
property-running costs has fallen 
by 6 par cent and die bill for 
communications has been shaved 
by 2 per cent Electricity is the 
second-biggest element in property 
running costs while communica¬ 
tions represents by far the big¬ 
gest single component in office 
services costs. 

Electricity pricing has become 
far more competitive as the con- 
tract-purchasing market has been 
liberalised. Big users needing 1 
megawatt or more have long been 
able to shop around for the best

price but now so can more modest 
users down to the 100 kilowatts 
level. The lower threshold brings 
in establishments such as 
superstores. 

Mr Burstow says: "There has 
been some highly competitive pric¬ 
ing by the electricity generators and 
the regional electricity companies. 
For sites benefiting from the new 
threshold, there have been reports 
of reductions averaging 8 per cent 
to 12 per cent." 

Such sites were typically in the 
range of 6p and 7p a kilowatt hour 
before the introduction of the lower- 
threshold electricity costs. In con¬ 
trast tender rates for the largest 
sites have been as low as 3.95p a 
kilowatt hour. 

Communications have benefited 
from a pricing formula imposed by 
Oftel, the industry watchdog, 
which is having a continuing 


downward effect because of cur¬ 
rently low mflatinn- The formula is 
based on die retail price index 
minus 75 per cent The latest 
Symptom of the increasing competi¬ 
tion in this sector has been BTs 
scrapping of the morning peak 
rate; saving about 25 per cent on 
these calls. Total communications 
cost is down £17 fpr every person 
occupying premises. 

In reprographics, the second- 
greatest element service cost there 
has been a marginal saving. Cater¬ 
ing. transport and office equipment 
have increased largely in line with 
inflation but in stationery, still a 
highly competitive area, prices 
have been marginally lower. 

As management expertise has 
risen in die sector, mainly through 
increased contracting out, costs 
have tended to drop. In-house 
management teams are Inevitably 


reduced by this growing culture. 

Although the cost of running an 
office reception .area is one of the 
smaller demerits in the index, 
savings and improvements in ser¬ 
vice can be made, according to Mr 
Burstow. New technology can al¬ 
low visitors to print their own 
passes, including even a visitor's 
picture scanned by closed-circuit 
television camera, which could 
reduce the number of receptionists. 
Full-time cover of a receptionist 
post is usually about £20,000 a 
year. 

Multi-tenanted buildings could 
improve the quality of a shared 
reception area and reduce the 
dependence an each tenant's own 
facility. Mr Burstow says: “It is 
crucial to remember that the recep¬ 
tion is the first impression of a 
company for a visitor. It forms the 
company's human face. But if cost 
were paramount opportunities 
should be reviewed to combine 
receptionist with security and tele¬ 
phone duties.” 

One question companies should 
ask themselves, he says, is whether 
the reception counter is too obvious 
a barrier between receptionist and 
visitor. And a uniformed security 
guard acting as receptionist 
can often project the wrong image 
for a company.

Poets in line for a chair 


Will the vigour 
of the best new 


verse be reflected 
when Oxford 


University elects 


its new Professor 


of Poetry, asks 


Nicolette Jones 


P oets have undergone a 
change of image. 
Once a poet was effete 
and spiritual, not 
quite of this dull, sublunary 
world, ballet-dancing about on 
metric feet A poet could make 
an ivory tower seem down-to- 
earth. These days poets are 
robust and on the bafl. just the 
sort to blast a gust of real life 
into the sheltered groves of 
academe. Or so it would 
appear from sounding out 
opinion on the election of the 
new Oxford Professor of Poet¬ 
ry, to take place next month. A 
living, breathing poet is felt to 
be potentially purifying for the 
university — as if he or she 
breathed fire. 

There are those who believe 
that Oxford and Cambridge 
are irredeemably fusty, etio¬ 
lated and out of touch. Any¬ 
thing as energetic and 
essentia] as contemporary po¬ 
etry must be incompatible 
with such a place. Either the 
real poetry is being produced 
elsewhere, or, if it were to 
infiltrate such a supposed 
bastion of self-regarding con¬ 
servatism, it would shake the 
very structure of the ivory 
tower. 

In feet the evidence is that 
the university has already 
moved with the times. The 
appointment of the outgoing 
Professor, Seamus Heaney, in 
I9S9. was a recognition of the 
new mood: he was,a poet of 
impeccable intellectual cre¬ 
dentials, who was neverthe¬ 
less in touch with the real 
world 1 — not least of Irish 
politics and his own earth- 
bound upbringing. Andrew 
Motion, for one. thinks his— 
appointment was probably 
“one of the best ever” for this 
reason. 

There are some, however, 
who think foe appointment 
didn’t go far enough. Benja¬ 
min Zephaniah, for instance, 
the “dub” performance poet, 
who himself stood the year 
Heaney was elected, believes 
— not. he insists out of sour 
grapes, and despite his own 
admiration for Heaney — that 
Oxford missed a great oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“It would be a good thing if 
they opened the post up a hit," 
Zephaniah says. “They dunk 
that foe history of poetty is foe 
written Western tradition, and 
that performance poetry is an 
alternative. But poetry origi¬ 
nally was oral. A long time ago 
it was alive in every neigh¬ 
bourhood. and most people 
understood h. I think Oxford 
is guQiy of cultural imperial¬ 


ism and racism. And they are 
judging poetry by yardsticks 
that the real world doesn’t use. 
When I stood, people on the 
streets in East Ham would say 
to me, *Hey. Ben, you are our 
professor of poetry anyway*." 

People on foe street are after 
all reportedly enjoying a re¬ 
naissance of poetry windi has 
little to do with, foe values of 
Oxford and Cambridge. For

its practitioners Oxford is 
pretty much irrelevant As one 
northern poetry publisher put 
it "Northern or Irish poets 
may be less likely to be elected, 
but they are less likely to care." 

Writers' residencies spon¬ 
sored by regional arts associa¬ 
tions are as likely to bring 
practising poets into contact 
with young writers as is this 
Oxford post only eight of last 
year's “New Generation" se¬ 
lection of 20 young poets had 
been to Oxford or Cambridge. 

One of the 12 who had not, 
Simon Armitage—who comes 
from Huddersfield, works 
(now only part-time} as a 


probation officer, and got into 
poetry through a Huddersfield 
writers' group—believes there 
has been a reaction to foe kind 
of poems likely to be fostered 
in academia. “The franchise 
for poetry was assumed for 
centuries by foe institutions — 
who made it into an art form 
winch investigated its own 
roots until it was of interest 
only to about one person—the 
person who wrote it The rest 
of the readership became 
alienated and puzzled — and 
bored." 

Even the fens of the Oxford 
professorship advocate an 
openness to new influences. 
Andrew Motion, who person¬ 
ally owed a great deal to the 
experience of meeting Roy 
Fuller when he was an under¬ 
graduate, hopes foal foe pres¬ 
tige of the past might one day 
attract such foreigners as 
Miroslav Hoiub, whom he 
regards as the greatest of his 
contemporaries. 

Andrew McAllister of 
Bloodaxe poetry publishers 
thinks the Oxford professor¬ 
ship might be foe only incen¬ 
tive which would draw Derek 
Walcott to spend time in 
Britain and that this would be 
a great thing. Michael 
Schmidt of Carcanet publish¬ 
ers, who also specialise in 
poetry, complains that "Ox¬ 
ford always demonstrates it¬ 
self to be a village - , especially 
by appointing local men such 
as the academic John Jones (in 
1979} and foe poetl scholar 
Peter Levi (1984). 


Blake Morrison goes so far 
as to say it is “insulting" to 
appoint an academic when 
there are “living writing poets" 
who could do foe job. Wendy 
Cope thinks it is a pity that 
more women do not stand — 
but suspects it is because “all 
male poets are amazingly 
opinionated; 1 have never met 
one who wasn’t" 

The mood may be in favour 
of change in academia but it is 
not anti-intellectual. if to be 
intellectual is to use language 
skilfully. Benjamin Zephaniah 
admits he also reads with 
pleasure the heroes of the 
Western "cultural imperial¬ 
ists". and does not denigrate 
them. 

Simon Armitage believes 
that one of foe reasons why 
poeny is generally popular 
again is because “we are 
bombarded with so much 
crap"; poets who “say what 
they mean" are a refreshing 
antidote to radio and tele¬ 
vision debasements of the 
language and politicians and 
other public figures who “need 
to lie". And no one wants foe 
position to go to an extreme 
popularisen as Blake Morri¬ 
son puts it, “if Pam Ayres got 
to be Professor of Poetry you 
might not get as intelligent a 
lecture on Sylvia Rath as you 
would get from someone else". 

Everyone thinks it impor¬ 
tant that the new appointee 
should "have a life outside 
poetry”. In this sense the 
candidates so far nominated 
this year are all ideal. There 


are three (though nominations 
do not dose until April 25): the 
favourite, James Fenton, who 
lives in Oxford but has worked 
as a war correspondent dra¬ 
ma critic and political colum¬ 
nist (and who stood against 
Pieter Levi); UA. [Ursula] 
Fanthorpe, who would be the 
firet woman ever to hold die 
post though there have been 
40 incumbents since its estab-

lishment in 1679; and foe 
Australian Les Murray, who 
grew up On a dairy farm in 
New South Wales. 

So what exactly is foe job 
they are standing for? It is one 
that Matthew Arnold, Cedi 
Day-Lewis, W.H. Auden and 
Robert Graves have all done, 
so it offers a chance to join a 
monumental line-up. It is not 
lucrative enough to be a full¬ 
time position and its principal 
requirement is to give a series 
of lectures in foe course of 
what is now a five-year 
appointment. 

Voting takes place at strict 
(and brief) hours in a room 


behind the Shddonian The¬ 
atre on two days in May. The 
right to vote is limited to 
“Convocation", the body of 
Oxford dons and graduates 
who have an MA or higher 
degree. (In this case an MA 
does not mean that students 
have worked for a higher 
qualification after a first de¬ 
gree. Oxford MAs are award¬ 
ed to graduates after two years 
if they pay a nominal fee and 
show up for a ceremony in the 
Sheldonian.) Heaney was 
elected by 316 votes out of 487 
cast his nearest rival was 
CH. Sisson with 96. 

To be nominated, 12 mem¬ 
bers of Convocation have to 
put your name forward. This 
ruling has recently been 
changed: it used to require 
only two, which was too much 
of a temptation to time-wast¬ 
ing local “characters" — the 
Screaming Lord Sutdies of foe 
poetry world. But 12 support¬ 
ers is. it seems, hard for them 
to muster. 

The nominations can only 
be as open as the minds of the 
members of Convocation. And 
they have not always proved to 
be perfect judges: in 1966 
Edmund Bftmden was notori¬ 
ously chosen over Robert Low¬ 
ell, who was much more the 
man of the moment (and 
doubtless of posterity). But 
whoever they choose this time, 
the electors have fry general 
consensus a distinguished and 
dynamic choice. I only hope 
they can stand so much 
reality.

If Joan Litdewood isn't a 
Scorpio, then frankly the 
whole science falls apart. 

Last night’s Omnibus 
(BBC!) celebrated the theat¬ 
rical achievements of 
Littlewood. and resembled 
last week’s enjoyably misty- 
eyed Gielgud, only without 
the misty eyes. Thirty years 
after Theatre Workshop's 
heyday her down-to-earth 
actors and collaborators 
(Barbara Windsor, Richard 
Harris, Brian Murphy, Vic¬ 
tor Spinetti, Lionel Bart) 
were still amazed by her, a 
bit scared of her. and she 
was still being forthright 
and rude about them. “1 
love them, foe bastards," 
she said. “I never told them 
so, I’Ve never said anything 
nice to anybody yet" She 
recollected foe agitprop 
folkie Ewan MacColl who 
(as Jimmie Miller) had been 
a founder member of the 
company. “He became bor¬ 
ing ... he went down the 
drain ... he was a snob. 
Jimmie... a great talent but 
always plugging the same 
thing... that beard, it was 
very bad.” 

The older littlewood’s 
continued adherence to her 
trademark Sixties natty 
blue cap was a bit unnerv¬ 
ing (I'm sure Spike Milligan 
stopped wearing his), but at 
least it transported you to 
the right period, which was 
otherwise rafter difficult. 
Tb illustrate Littlewood’s 
more famous work — A 
Taste of Honey, The Quart 


Fellow, Fings Ain't What 
They Used to Be and Oh! 
What a Lovely War — 
Omnibus was’obliged to 
show clips from movies. 

The unseen interviewer 
charily raised the delicate 
issue of production credit; 
{where her own name was 
generally prominent) but 
she waved it away. If 
Brendan Behan wanted all 
the writing credit, she didn't 
mind. On the other hand, 
with The Quart Fellow, "1 
cut out a lot of shit", and of 
The Hostage. “Frankly he 
didn’t do it. 1 had to write at 
least half of iL" 


A new convention in 
Radio Times is to 
quote reviews rather 
than describe programmes. 
For the return of The Riff 
Raff Element last night 
(BBC I) it quoted The Times 
as saying that the first 
series, last spring, was the 
best thing for the last five 
years. I don't know who it 
was at The Times who said 
this, but it wasn’t me. 
However. Debbie Bore- 
field's script is certainly a 
marvel of daring, juggling a 
dozen riff raff and toffs 
(whose differentials are art¬ 
fully slipping), giving them 
broad comic traits as well as 
subtle human ones, and 
then (as with Making Out ) 
dropping tragic events on 
them as if from cranes. 

The performances re¬ 
main outstanding (I adore 
the lip-biting Richard Hope 
as the dreumloquadous 
Mort “1 think for the mo¬ 
ment I'm 90 per cent waver¬ 
ing towards not wanting to 
commit myself”), and mer¬ 
cifully foe riff raff paterfa¬ 
milias Acky (Trevor 
Peacock) is now allowed to 
speak. The almighty nerve 
of starting a new series 
precisely where the last left 
off, ignoring foe year's lapse 
as though it never hap¬ 
pened, demands nothing 
less than applause and ad¬ 
miration.

THE Theatre Rqyal has a buz. It is not 
just a survivor a quaint Victorian 
playhouse standing firm on a traffic 
island in the East End amid a blur of 
lorries and commuter coaches. It aims 
to keep pace with the times, promoting 
new writing that reflects the concerns 
of its modem, multi-cultural local 
community. Rastas and little old 
ladies, the-boy-done-good business¬ 
men, and the odd cluster of children 
blow enthusiastically in through the 
doors even on a wet. windy night. 

Unfortunately, dramatist Paul 
Siretfs formulaic selection of social 
types is less lively than his audience. 
Siren's clumsy play squeezes an un¬ 
likely handful of conveniently mis¬ 
matched characters into a mini-bus. 
among them a hippy, a sexist, racist 
banker and a politically correct but 
pathetic actor. Heading for Jerusalem 
on a tour of the ethnically riven West 
Bank they dash over race, religion and 
domestic relationships, art. wraith and 
personal values. They tread on each 
other's toes and occasionally come 
upon happier common ground. 

Jeff Teare’s production revs up 
promisingly: the van comes chugging 
round the mountain in our direction. 
Then the engine stalls and you are left 
with a play you cant even push-start 
principally because it is a vehicle for 
sodo-political didactics. The issue of 
tolerance is important but a blatantly

inserted history lesson on the Crusades 
is not good drama. 

A few sparks fly at the end when the 
driver (so psychologically traumatised 
by living in a war zone that he 
apparently has visions of appalling 
medieval folkdrama) pulls a gun and 
forces the bickering foreigners to pick 
which one of them should die. But by 


then, you are really just wishing some - 
theatrical rescue service would come 
and tow you quiedy aw?y. 

Trudie Goodwin, playing the mon¬ 
ied Australian, sucessfully combines 
self-importance and eazthiness, but 
Peter EDis foils to be forcefully arro¬ 
gant and paranoid as her big-shot 
-husband. Marcus'Hutton seems to: 


have come under the influence of his 
theatrically untalented character, 
Clive. Stiff, rich-voiced Burt Caesar is 

animat ed and amusin g as an Afro- 
Caribbean poet And Kate Lonergan 
gives a sturdy sensitive performance as 
. the_ former traveller, at once tolerant 
and tough when fixing the engine in 
her second-hand frock. 


MIKHAIL Pletnev has been . 
the piano for mote titan 30 years an 
developing his conducting career for 
little more than five. Yet he is one of the 
few musicians who is a real pianist and 
a real conductor. .Both roles are 
manifestations of a single, brilliant 
musicianship. That continuity of activi¬ 
ty could hardly have been shown to 
better effect than in the little Rondo in 
D for piano arid orchestra, written by 
the 17-year-old Mozart as an alterna¬ 
tive finale to his K175 Concerto. 

Pletnev arranged his 30-odd London 
Symphony Orchestra members fanned 
out to his right while he stood by the 
piano, side-on to the audience, for all 
the world like a bewigged Kapellmei¬ 
ster. Then, left hand adjusting nis tails 
even as right hand gave the last 
upbeat, he started to play, leaning long

career from 1980. when for eight years 
the former Soviet authorities refused 
him permission to continue appearing 
in the West tire hope must be that 
Dmitry Bashkirov will now favour us 
with much more of the superior 
artistry he brought to this, his 
Wigmore debut. Now in his 63rd year 
and a renowned mentor of Dmitri 
Alexeev, Nikolai Demidenko and other 
pianists. Bashkirov is an artist of 
commanding sensibility and percep¬ 
tive feeling in the romantic repertory. 

These were the qualities most appar¬ 
ent in a programme mainly divided 
between Schumann and Chopin.

Stewart Copeland has put 
Poe’s short story to music 


T he day before the world' 
premiere of Stewart 
Copelands new opera 
The Cast of AmontiUado. 
Richard Hanlon, director of 
the Barbados Opera Season, 
ser off in his car to c o lle ct the 

800 wine bottles which a local 
hotel had rounded up to 
decorate the opera's set Un¬ 
fortunately the Barbados 
Refuse Department had beat¬ 
en him to it “HteyVe taken 
them to the dump,” he said, 
“pus doesn’t happen at 
Gtyndebourae.” 

But there is an endearing 
Quality about the Barbados 
Opera Season; a cross be¬ 
tween great professionalism 
mixed with a sort of lers-put- 
a-show-on-in-ihe-g arden en¬ 
thusiasm that surmounts 
even sabotage by the dust¬ 
men. Within a few hours 
enough bottles had been 
begged and borrowed from 
nearby hotels and rum shops

to stage the opera with a cask 
erfthousands. 

That Barbados should be 
the setting for a world pre¬ 
miere of a new opera ulti¬ 
mately owed as much to polo 
as jo music. The perfor¬ 
mances over the twowedk 
festival took place in the 
grounds of Holders House, 
the family borne of John Kidd, 
a former international polo 
player and dose friend of 
Copeland, the former Fob’ce 
drummer and polo fan. 

It took little pressure to 
persuade Copeland to stage 
his opera in the Caribbean. 
“Besides”. Copeland says, 
“this setting allows me to 
workshop the piece with the 
musicians in a way which 
would be far more difficult 


under the pressures of work¬ 
ing somewhere tike London.” 

Copeland is a versatile mu¬ 
sician. Recently feted for his 
film scores — a branch of his 
career which began when 
frauds Ford Coppola com¬ 
missioned him to work on the 
music for Rumblefish — he 
has also written the music for 
two ballets (Xing Lear for the 
San Francisco Ballet and 
Emilio for Trento Ballet in 
Italy), a concerto for drums 
and orchestra for the Seattle 
Symphony Orchestra, the op¬ 
era Holy Blood and Crescent 
Moon and, more recently. 
Horse Opera for Channel 4. 

Holy Blood and Crescent 
Moon was written for the 
□eve]and Opera Company 
and, in many respects. The 


Cask of Amontillado was 
composed as its antithesis. 
The first, staged in 1989. was a 
glamorous, multi-million (fol¬ 
iar production; The Cask. 
based on a short story by 
Edgar Allan Foe and with a 
libretto by David Bamberger, 
is a 25-minute two-hander 
using a band of just four 
musicians. “If Holy Blood 
was a Reagan-era opera”, 
Copeland says, “this is more 
of a Clinton piece.” 

Ii was well received by the 
Holders House audience on 
the festival's final night. Cope¬ 
land has written a dramatic 
piece of dark comedy, fusing 
jazz and rock rhythms in a 
classical score. 

It was hard to dismiss the 
thought that the piece was 


made for television, but it 
worked well cm David 
Bright's gothic set, recreating 
a dark musty crypt beneath a 
Venetian townhouse. even if h 
had been built on a grassy 
mound in the middle of a 
mahogany grove in the West 
Indies. 

P oe’s short story is a tale 
of revenge. Montressor. 
a once-wealthy noble¬ 
man, lures Fortunato, the 
man who insulted his family, 
into his ceUar-cunvciypt with 
the promise of a cask of the 
rarest Amontillado nine. 

As they explore deeper into 
the crypt, Fonunato is offered 
a bottle of Medoc and soon, 
his wits dulled, suffers the 
same fate as the last man to 


mock the house of Montressor 
—chained to the wall, bricked 
up in the cnpi and left to rot. 

It was a typically intense, 
high-octane production by- 
Jonathan Moore, actor and 
acclaimed director (winner of 
Munich Beinniale BMW 
prize staging Tumage's opera 
Greek) that made great physi¬ 
cal demands on the two 
singers. Jonathan Vcira and 
Duncan Mackenzie. 

Veira. who likened his cos¬ 
tume to performing under a 
ten-tog quilt, made a menac¬ 
ing Montressor. Mackenzie a 
suitably despicable 
Formnaio. his despairing 
cries at the end even succeed¬ 
ing in rising above the ubiqui¬ 
tous Caribbean treefrogs. 
which seemed to turn up the 


volume every time a singer 
took the stage. 

It is some measure of the 
the calibre of performers the 
Barbados Opera Season can 
attract that the four-piece 
orchestra was lead by Robert 
Ziegler, the American conduc¬ 
tor’ now based in London. 
Ziegler's other duties included 
conducting the City of London 
Chamber Orchestra in L: 
Bohime. with Trinidadian 
Simone Sauphor as Mimi and 
the Scottish tenor Gordon 
Wilson as Rodolfo. It was a 
stirring performance, even if 
the fireflies sparkling above 
the singers' heads made it 
hard to’imagine we were* in 
Paris on Christmas Eve. 

In the end. however, the 
Barbados factor added as 
much to each performance as 
it detracted. As one of the 
audience said: “If you want 
perfection you can play a CD. 
This is Barbados."

W hat do modem British 
theatregoers know of 
Jean Cocteau? Very lit¬ 
tle, probably, when

1940s, Anouilh, Giraudoux and 
even Sartre are now poised awk¬ 
wardly between seeming dated and 
coming bad: as modem classics. 
Cocteau’s impish position cm the 
margins of all this, consistent to 
nothing except his own gleeful 
inconsistency, makes it more diffi¬ 
cult to have a clear image of him as a 
dramatist, but perhaps easier to 
take the plays one by one without 
asking too closely whence they 
came. 

Presumably some such thought 
must have been in Richard Eyres 
mind when he honed in on Les 
Parents Terribles as a likely candi¬ 
date for production at the National- - 
It is not exactly a typical Cocteau 
play — but then, what is? Anyone 
expecting the fantastic mythological 
goings-on of La Machine Infernale,. 
staged not long ago at the Lyric 
Hammersmith, or the pseudo-Vic¬ 
tor Hugo romantic flourishes of 
L'Aigle d Deux Tetes, currently at 
the niton Baylis, will be in for a 
shock, although not necessarily a 
disappointment, in this over-heated, 
incestuous variation on the formula 
of the popular boulevard drama. 

life in this hothouse household is 
a can of worms, and if the can of the 
stria three-act form does not allow 
any worm to slither away altogeth¬ 
er. it certainly permits a lot of 
dubious and frenzied activity to go 
on inside. 

The problem, initially, is how to 
lead a neophyte audience in without 
puzzling or boring them. The direc¬ 
tor. Sean Mathias, was not familiar 
with the play when Eyre suggested 
it to him, but immediately turned on 
to the idea of doing this essential 
proscenium, fourth-wall play in die 


wide-open spaces of the Lyttelton. 
But how? Do an Inspector Calls an 
it, opening it out to the symbolic 
possibilities? This hardly seemed 
sensible. National Theatre audi¬ 
ences are very familiar with Priest¬ 
ley, with received ideas they enjoy 
being shaken out ot But Cocteau in 
the theatre is still an unknown 
quantity, so better let the play speak 
in its own tones first, before playing 
tricks with it How, then, do you 
persuade customers that this is not 
just the stodgy realistic piece it first 
appears? .

That as it turns out, is where 
Ricardo Cinalli comes in. Cinalli, 
Argentinian in origin but long living 
and working in London, is best 
known for his large mythical- 
surreal drawings on many layers of 
tissue paper. But recently he has 
been working on a series of “blue 
box” pictures, in which strange 
things happen within the stria 
confines of a room like a blue box. 

Cinalli had one of the pictures 
under his arm a few months ago, 
when Mathias ran into him at a 
party—and something immediately 
clicked. The atmosphere of die blue 
box was so like what Mathias 
envisaged for JLes Parents Terribles 
that be asked Cinalli if he would be 
interested in making a drop-cloth as. 
a sort of visual overture to the play. 


setting its tone before die lights even 
come up within the proscenium. 

Cinalli loved the idea of somehow 
reconciling Cocteau's graphic style 
with his own. producing a box 
within which something strange 
and disturbing is going on, behind 
which lurks another box within 
which... In this particular Cinalli 
blue box hover three profiles, some¬ 
what in die Cocteau manner, two 
male and one female, casting then- 
distorted and slightly monstrous 
shadows over the “wall” to the left. 
When this goes up, behind it is a 
transparent fourth wall and within 
that the kffling box of the mother’s 
bedroom, the theatre of her strange 
romance with her rather passive 
son. 

To go with Cinalli’s drop Mathias 
has devised a sound montage con¬ 
juring up the effect of a cafe-bar on 
the boulevards, with Cocteau’s own 
film of JLes Parents Terribles show¬ 
ing on television. Despite the refer¬ 
ence. neither Cinalli nor Mathias 
(nor, apparently, the cast) has 
thought it desirable to be too 
constrained by . die authors own 
model. For (me thing, the film now 
seems a bit tame, too Comfidie 
Fran^aise. and Mathias has encour¬ 
aged a greater dynamic range. He 
also aims to be heavier on the overt 
sensuality of the family situation, 
leaving his audience's options open 
as to how far they think the incest 
begone. 

In this production all the charac¬ 
ters are monstrous in their own 
ways: even the young woman in¬ 
volved with both father and son. No 
weakling she, this time round: the 
domineering mother cannot lari 
forever, and someone has to take 
over her role. Parents are not 
necessarily bom terribles; but they 
can be taught by masters.

A couple of weeks bade 1 
wrote about radio's 
power to evoke great 
moments and seize the imagi¬ 
nation in ways that television 
cannot do. But I had reckoned 
without the arrival of a great 
sporting event All too often 
trie sportsman proves unique¬ 
ly qualified to reduce a majes¬ 
tic occasion to a banal one, and 
so it was an Monday. 

There has been a lot of 
criticism of Radio 4*s Test 
Match Special this year, not 
least the faa that it is on Radio 
4 at all. Much of the criticism 
is unjustified. The feeling is 
that TMS is not what it was. 
which is true only insofar as 
nothing is what it was. The 
weather and the BBC are 
equally handicapped by the 
nostalgic view that they have 
never been the same since ... 
(enter - appropriate water¬ 
shed; dead person/golden era). 

Most of this wistful thinking 
is wishful thinking but on 
Mond^r afternoon, during 
what should have been IMS ’s 
finest hour of the year, I briefly 
joined the lobby that thinks 
.the pr o gramm e has taken 
leave of its senses. 

Not to mention its syntax. In 
the half-hour before the West 
Indies batsman Brian Lara 
completed his fabulous record- 
breaking innings of 375. Chris¬ 
topher Martin-Jenkins was 
joined in foe commentary box 
tty Viv Richards, a former 
West Indies captain, stalwart 
of Somerset for many years 
and another supreme 
batsman. 

Richards has been com¬ 
menting on this final Test 
because he cranes from Anti¬ 
gua, where the matrii has been 
played. There can be no other 
reason: Richards is not a great 
talker about the game, he is 
not erudite, he does not bring 
scintillating insight

His speech mannerisms 
have a certain curiosity value, 
as when the commentary team 
awaited Lara’s moment by 
discussing the existing record 
holder.

Martin Jenkins: “Viv, can 
you recall what you were 
doing then?" 

Richards: “Weil, for some 


reason I was five or six at the 
time.. 

Vital moments of the Lara 
ascent to fame (known in sport 
as immortality) passed while 
we, the listeners, considered 
what the reason could have 
been. Nothing so banal as 
Richards havmg been bom 
five or six years earlier, surely, 
or he would not have bothered 
mentioning it

By the time I ceased this 
speculation Lara, then on 365, 
had hit a splendid four and his 
score had risen to 369. For 
same reason. 

Richards chose that moment 
to put out his blazing syntax 
with a bucket of cold water. 
Martin-Jenkins was manfully 
describing the tremendous 
scenes as thousands invaded 
the field to mob Lara, an 
altogether correct and sensible 
reaction, when Richards inter¬ 
rupted to announce that this 
demonstration was terrible. It 
was. he said, likely to damage 
the pitch. 

Damage the pitch? Oh I see. 
He meant damage the pitch, 
thus affecting the West Indies’ 
chance of making a decent 
score. No, it couldn't be that: 
they already had nearly 600. 
Perhaps he meant damage the 
pitch and thus blight En¬ 
gland’s hopes of an even 
bigger score? Surely nothing 
but a game of fantasy cricket 
could get (his England side 
within a shout of 600. 

Sadly, Richards meant that 
he could not think of anything 
appropriate to say but, having 
been placed in front of a 
microphone, he felt obliged to 
say something into it He is not 
the first former player to be 
put in a commentary box and 
found wanting, for which the 
blame lies with those who put 
him there. 

On this occasion the mis- 
judgment was very nearly 
disastrous, for radio listeners 
rely more than most on the 
ability of commentators to find 
words equal to the moment 
Martin-Jenkins just about res¬ 
cued the situation with a 
somewhat mischievous com¬ 
ment f Good of you to be so 
broad-minded, Viv") but it was 
a close-run thing.

Fresh 

impetus 

Lyons welcomes 
America's 
oldest company 


I n London, the idea of a 
theatre entirely for dance 
remains only a hope, in 
France's second rity. Lyons, it 
is reality. And. with a nourish 
of confidence, haring invited 
the Martha Graham Com¬ 
pany for a week's season, the 
Maison de la Danse was 
happy to let the premiere clash 
with a new programme by the 
Lyons Opera Ballet. Both" the¬ 
atres we packed. 

Graham would have been 
100 this year. Her company is 
America's longest-running 
dance troupe, but her death 
three years ago left it a 
problem: how does a one- 
choreographer company out¬ 
live its founder? Many of her 
creations survive and are still 
worth seeing, but neither the 
dancers nor the audiences 
would be happy forever with a 
diet only of revivals. 

So the new director. Ron 
Protas, has brought in for the 
first time an outside choreog¬ 
rapher. And who but Twyla 
Tharp would have the temer¬ 
ity. the originality and the 
scope to take on all the 
inevitable comparisons? Espe¬ 
cially as she has chosen, in 
Demeter and Persephone , one 
of those femafeoriemated 
Greek myths that Graham 
herself specialised in. 

But this is Greek myth with 
a difference, manifested in the 
choice of music recorded by 
three klezmer bands. Their 
jolly melodies and lively 
rhythms force the action along 
at a cracking pace. 

The choreography does not 
look like typical Tharp, nor 
typical Graham. At times it 
seems as if Tharp is very 
gently sending up Graham's 
more dramatic moments, bur 
since Graham did that herself 
now and again, it can hardly 
be thought Use majestc. 

Except for the quiet serious¬ 
ness of Steps in the Streer. an 
early work showing Graham 
the soda! commentator at a 
time of economic depression 
(1936). Tharp's new' piece was 
the one in which the present 
company danced best But 
both programmes started with 
a reminder, on film, of what 
an astonishing dancer Gra¬ 
ham herself was. Her solo 
Frontier includes the most 
astonishing extensions of her 
left leg and amazing high, 
twisted jumps off the right 
foot, but the virtuosity is all 
put to the Service of an 
evocation of a period and a 
mood, that of the early Ameri¬ 
can pioneers.

A ny sensible guide cm 
how to sell your 
house would advise 
hiring the right es¬ 
tate agent But how do you 
know which agent to choose? 
The question most asked of 
property correspondents, after 
the inevitable "What is hap¬ 
pening to the market?", is 
“Which agent would best sell 
my house?" 

In London and other large 
dties. the answer is to try to 
identify the best local agent for 
your type of property. Some 
agents will be known for their 
dab hand at selling first-time 
buys; others will specialise in 
semis. Take a long look at the 
array of property on sale in 
their windows. 

“Local" is a key word as 
buyers tend to be just that 
already in the area, probably 
within a few streets. David 
Goldsworthy, president of the 
National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEAJ. says that SO 
per cent of people tend to move 
within ten miles of their previ¬ 
ous home. In central London it 
would be even less. The cmly 
exception is for the very grand 
house, when a local agent may 
not be appropriate. 

The NAEA advises potential 
sellers to ask the company 
how it plans to sell the house. 
How many other houses of 
this type has it sold? Does it 
plan to advertise? If so, who 
pays? 

Ask neighbours and friends 
in the area for their point of 
view on which agents are the 
best preferably with a name to 
contact Most agencies pay 
their employees party fry com¬ 
mission, and success greatly 
depends on the individual 
partner or director handling 
the sale. All commission is 
Sable. 



* 


In the country, it is far 
harder to identify the best 
“local" agent, particularly if 
your house is in the middle of 


the countryside. Simply ap¬ 
pointing an agent in the 
nearest large town may be 
inappropriate for more expen¬ 
sive property, which could 
appeal to a wider selection of 
buyers. 

Mr Goldsworthy says: 
“People tmd to move far 
greater distances in the coun¬ 
try." One option is to appoint a 
local agent who often works 
with one of the main London 
agents. 

With the help of London- 
based Homefront and Wilson 
& Wilson, two companies who 
advise buyers and who deal 
with estate agents on a daily 
basis. The Times has put 


together a guide to the best of 
the country agents and the 
best agents to sell very expen¬ 
sive London and international 
property where the choice of 
local agent is not obvious. 

HAMPTONS 

THE agency Is now part of 
Bristol & West Building Soci¬ 
ety. "with resulting loss of 
stature" says Sir Nicholas 
Couper from Homefront. “It is 
strong in the stockbroker belt” 
The agency originated in the 
Home Counties and tradition¬ 
ally has a niche in selling 
houses for the “gin and Jag”

Wilson, says. 


HUMBERTS 

HUMBERTS has created a 
niche in the leisure market 
which has been its saviour. Sir 
Nicholas says.

Humberts has good region¬ 
al distribution and is strong in 
the south and south-west Mr 
Wilson says. “But. ft now 
seems to be more associated 
with middle-of-the-road 
properties."

THE agency has survived the 
recession just Sir Nicholas 


says. “Its regional offices were 
,bought out by local directors. 
It is still strong in Sussex and

SIR Nicholas describes the 
agency as the market-leader in 
the country-house department 
and strong in the London 
residential market The top 
man in London is Richard 
Croisthwaite.

“There is no pretence of 
being international, but the 
agency is one of the contenders 
for leadership in the country- 
house market.

Property 
price 
boom on 
the way 

A new report 
sees homes in 


demand again 

A nother boom in 
house prices in the 
l«WOs is inevitable, 
according to fresh re¬ 
search. The main reason 
is that Britain's housing 
supply remains unre- 
sjwnsive to changes in 
demand, says John Stew¬ 
art. housing economist 
and author of ihe House 
Builders’ Federation 
monthly housing market 
report. 

When demand for 
houses increases — 
because of low mortgage 
rates and rising caminus 
— the supply side cannot 
respond quickly enough, 
and the pressure is con¬ 
verted into higher prices. 

“Once this process 
starts, then other factors 
come into play." he says. 
■‘First-time buyers, and 
those trading up, then 
bring their purchases for¬ 
ward to beat further price 
increases." 

Mr Stewart’s views 
contradict those of other 
leading housing market 
commentators, but he 
says: “Experience sug¬ 
gests that if earnings 
grow strongly, the hous¬ 
ing market enters a 
boom." He argues that 
earnings growth Is un¬ 
likely to remain at 3 per 
cent as rhe economic re¬ 
covery gathers pace. 

He concludes: “The 
question is not whether, 
but when the next house 
price boom will occur." 

There is already evi¬ 
dence that prices are on 
the move: Barron Devel¬ 
opments, Britain’s third 
largest house-builder, re¬ 
cently added 05 per cent 
to its list prices, and Fair- 
dough Homes has raised 
its prices fry 5 to 6 per cent 
in some locations.

You’ve seen the films, 
now buy the house 


A house which cost Sir 
David Lean, the late 
film director, more 
than £6 million to build, has 
been put on the market this 
month fry Savills with a guide 
price of about £3 million. 

It is one of London’s most 
splendid secrets. Much of the 
original expense came in the 
creation of the garden with its 
12*4-foot river frontage. This 
would be large by any London 
standards and has few equals 
anywhere on the tidal 
Thames- The price does not 
include antique and other 
furnishings, but these too are 
for sale by negotiation. 

There are echoes among 
Lean’s possessions of the 
settings of many of his films 
from Lawrence of Arabia to A 
Passage to India. The house 
has two moorings and one 

almost expects to see a Dicken¬ 
sian body in a fisherman's 
boat on one of them as a 
reminder of Great Exp¬ 
ectations. 

In 19S3. Lean was searching 
for a London base when he 
sported the potential of the. 
four derelict warehouses 
known as Sun Wharf, former¬ 
ly used as rag trade sweat¬ 
shops. m Narrow Street. 
Limehouse. Ute one after¬ 
noon he rang his solicitors 
from Switzerland and instruct¬ 
ed them to buy what were then 

two properties. By 12i0pm the 
next day contracts were ex¬ 
changed at £250,000. 

Over the next rwo years, two 
of the warehouses came down 
and the other two vrereeran- 
pletely transformed. Despite 
this, the atmosphere has some¬ 
how been preserved.

Great care was taken in the 
choice of materials, although, 
as Tony Reeves. Lean’s solid- 
tor. says, Sun Wharf is “an 
over-engineered structure" 
with an unobtrusive frame¬ 
work of massive girders. 

Modem amenities such as a 
lift, air conditioning, comput¬ 
erised lighting and central 
security systems are also tact¬ 
fully fitted in. and features 
such as the working open fires 
in all main rooms, and the 
turntable in the nuun five-car 
garage, appear orig in a l . 


The blank facade on Nar¬ 
row Street gives no hint of the 
opulence within. As well as the 
four principal bedrooms and a 
• wealth of reception and work¬ 
ing rooms, there is a lower 
ground floor cinema which 
could equally be used as a 
recording studio. Lean. — 
whose career began with the 
wartime In Which We Serve. 
and included Brief Encounter. 
Oliver Twist. Bridge on tke 
River Kwai, Dr Zhivago and 
Ryan's Daughter— was work¬ 
ing on a version of Nostromo

when he died in the house in 
1991. 

Whenever he was in London 
during the 1980s he stayed in 
the house, sometimes without 
venturing out for six weeks, 
working and letting the world 
come to him. It is easy to 
understand why. There are 
terraces on all floors with 

lorious views up and down 
ie Thames from Canary 
Wharf to Rotherhithe, which 
remind one of his own hall¬ 
mark panoramic shots. 

There are, however, hints at 
his other homes in Italy and 
France. The kitchen, with yet 
another roof terrace, could be 
in an Italian villa. And from 
the private garden, the'house 
might have been designed fry 
Piranesi At the far end there is 
another two-bedroomed house 
and garage, and there is more 
staff accommodation in the 
main house. 

Although the house is the 
creation of a man of the 
cinema, there is an unexpected 
restraint , about many of the 
contents. He liked round ta¬ 
bles and good early Victorian 
furniture. It is pleasantly un- 
theatrical to be confronted 
with fading and peeling leath¬ 
er library armchairs and so¬ 
fas. and side tables that are not 
stiff with polish. Where repro¬ 
duction pieces were needed, 
such as dining chairs or a dub 
fender, they have been Wend¬ 
ed with die old with as much 
tact .as the architectural 
features. -~- 

A buyer of the house would 
be well advised to negotiate for 
at least some of the contents.

E arlier this year, Win 
Carling, the England 
captain, mused on 
the desirability of players 
haring greater input in the 
administration of rugby 
union, as they did during 
the game’s infancy. Away 
from first-class rugby, how¬ 
ever. it happens all the time, 
nowhere more than in the 
women's game, where a do- 
it-yourself philosophy has 
fostered a burgeoning game. 

Indeed, women’s rugby 
has grown to such a degree 
that in Edinburgh on Fri¬ 
day. delegates from all the 
countries competing in the 
women's world champion¬ 
ship in Scotland, phis sev¬ 
eral who are not will confer 
over the viability of the next 
championship and the pos¬ 
sible formation of an inter¬ 
national body. Among those 
present will be Keith Row¬ 
lands, the secretary of the 
(men's) International Rugby 
Football Board (IRFB). 

The Women’s Rugby 
Football Union (WRFU). 
now ten years rid. wfll also 
deride at its annual meeting 
next month whether to 
break into its component 
national parts. It has been 
(he umbrella organisation 
for Britain since its incep¬ 
tion last year, but the Scots 
formed a union and affiliat¬ 
ed to the Scottish Rugby 
Union and now England. 
Wales and Ireland are likely 
to go foe same way. 

In a short time, the 
women have achieved a 
formidable amount, without 
much assistance from foe 
men's game or sponsors. 
Their world championship 
— the semi-finals are in 
Galashiels today, with the 
final at Edinburgh Academ¬ 
icals on Sunday — is being 
played on a shoestring. 

Hie Scots have performed 
wonders in foe last three 
months, since'stepping into 
the breach left by Holland, 
but tiie competitors have 
funded themselves- What 


the WRFU would love to do, 
perhaps in the dosing stages 
of their championship, is 
erase an image problem. 
Rather than the media redis¬ 
covering them at infrequent 
intervals, the players seek 
the same mainstream accep¬ 
tance that women in other 
sports, notably hockey, have 
won. That alone might over¬ 
come the doubts sponsors 
entertain about women 
playing rugby and create 
more opportunities for 
television. 

Maybe it will happen if 
England win on Sunday. 
Success against France to¬ 
day will put them in (he 
final, probably against the 
United States, who beat 
them 19-6 in the 1991 final in 
Cardiff. The Americans play 
Wales today. 

Rowlands^ attendance on 
Friday is to discover more 
about an area of the game 
some of his member unions 
report is the fastest growing 
of any. In Ireland three 
years ago. there were no 
recognised clubs and only 
six in Scotland. The Scots 
now have 30 and there are 
201 in England, Wales and 
Ireland 

Last week. Rosie Golby. 
the secretary of the WRFU, 
and Dudley Wood foe sec¬ 
retary of the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU), discussed 
membership of the RFU.

“THIS is one of die easiest 
and hardest things I’ve ever 
done,** Chris Dunne. 29. a 
City finandai dealer, said.

Dunne was among that 
honest contingent. The Times 
team, some of whose mem¬ 
bers admitted they would 
have dropped out in mid- 
course were it not for the 
suspicion ~ a correct suspi¬ 
cion — that their indignities 
would be detailed in The 
Times this week. 

“I was aiming for four 
hours and did it in 3hr 59min. 
I could have given up half¬ 
way round, but I wanted a 
medal so badly. This is one 
ambition off ray check Cst" 
he said, before retiring to 
resume a long-postponed 
drinking regimen.

Glatisant, who was due to 
dash with Mehthaaf in the 
Nell Gwyn last week, may yet 
crass swords with that filly at 
Royal Ascot in June. “Hopeful¬

If she pleases us in 
those gallops, shell go to 
Newmarket" Ray Cochrane 
stands by for the ride. 

MytOene. who finished 
within a length of Relatively 
Special in the Fillies' Mile 
Stakes at Ascot last season, 
also has the 1.000 Guineas on 


her agenda. "She's been work¬ 
ing nicely but was too back¬ 
ward to run in any of the 
trials,” her trainer, John 
Gosden, said yesterday. "We 
will probably make a decision 
over the weekend." Should she 
take in the classic, MytOene 
will almost certainly be ridden

Lanfranco Dettori. Failing 
that Dettori is expected to link 
up with Balanchine, the 
challenger from DiibaL 
Sold try Robert Sangster to 
Shaikh Mohammed in Octo¬ 
ber.

“Well see 
wbat Lester says. If he is 
happy, then well give it a go." 

Other developments centred 
on the likely 2.000 Guineas 
participation of Distant View, 
who will book his place in the 
event of a satisfactory gallop at 
Newmarket this morning. 
Distant View is owned by 
Khaled Abdulla, whose claim 
Dn Pat Eddery's services win 
require the champion jockey 
to abandon Grand Lodge. 
Dettori has been lined up as a 
replacement for the William 
Jarvis-trained colt 


PRINCE Of Andros, who 
missed the John Porter Stakes 
at Newbury last Saturday, is 
reported in good shape by his 
trainer. David Loder.and will 
reappear in the Gordon Rich- 
aids Slakes at Sandown Park 
on Saturday. 

The four-year-old won six 
tunes last year, including 
giving Lodcr his first group 
success in the Cumberland 
Lodge Stakes at Ascot in 
September. “He's done weU 
over the winter and has 
improved a lot since but 
year," Lodcr said. 

"He didn’t run in the John 
Porter because the ground 
was soft and I didn't want to 
start him off in a slugging 
match over Pa miles. If be 
runs well, we might take him 
back to Sandown for the 
Brigadier Gerard or possibly 
to France or Italy.

Gollwitzer 
provides 
tough test for 
Edberg

IN MONTE CARLO 


STEFAN Edberg keeps bump¬ 
ing into strangers on court He 
had never seen Davide 
Sanguinetti and Emilio Alva¬ 
rez, opponents in Nice last 
week, and knew nothing about 
the player who yesterday ac¬ 
companied him in the first 
round of the Monte Carlo 
Open. He was not alone. 

Thomas Gollwitzer is not a 
name mentioned frequently 
on the tennis arcuit In spite of 
relatively advanced age. 27. 
the German had previously 
qualified for only three main 
events, all of them compara¬ 
tively insignificant, since turn¬ 
ing professional in 1990. 

So far this year, he has 
paddled in such backwaters as 
Wolfsburg, San Luis Potos 
and Puerto Vallartach, featur¬ 
ing briefly in challenger tour¬ 
naments- in an undist¬ 
inguished career, he has 
earned a mere $27,000 (about 
£18.000) in prize-money, but, 
during the qualifying event 
last week, he scaled rare 
peaks. He knocked out Fran¬ 
cisco Clavet, the fourth seed, in 
the first round and went on to 
dismiss three other opponents. 

Yesterday, he found himself 
on the biggest and most pic¬ 
turesque stage of his life, 
competing against foe second 
seed who is rated the third- 
best player in foe world. Goll¬ 
witzer, stocky and dark- 
haired, did not let himself 
down. He used his natural 
balance and athleticism to 
occupy foe Swede for Ihr 
20min. winning 49 out of 11! 
points before yielding 6-4.6-4. 

Edberg conceded he has not 
yet fully adjusted to the de¬ 
mands of day and took time to 


adjust to an unfamiliar oppo¬ 
nent Tt is always a little bit 
awkward going out not know¬ 
ing how foe guy plays,” he 
said, “but it is often like that in 
the clay court season.” 

Edberg’s preparations in 
Nice were cut short by Alberto 
Berasategui, who bear him in 
the quarter-final and went on 
to defeat Jim Courier in the 
final on Sunday. Edberg be¬ 
lieves the 20-year-old Span¬ 
iard, who is on foe verge of 
breaking into the world top 20.

Judge clears Monaco 
of role in scandal

THE judge investigating the 
Marseilles football bribery 
scandal has dropped enquiries 
imo a payment made by AS 
Monaco fo one of the Valenci¬ 
ennes players named in foe 
affair, judicial sources said 
yesterday. 

Monaco, who replaced 
Marseilles in foe European 
Cup this season, paid Chris- 
tophe Robert the Valenci¬ 
ennes striker, FFr250,000 
(about E29.QO0) just after 
match-rigging allegations in¬ 
volving Marseilles emerged 
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Robert said he was paid an 
identical amount at around 
foe same time by a Marseilles 
player to throw a league 
match last year, but judicial 
sources described it as a 
coincidence. 

Last week, Robert told Ber¬ 
nard Beffy, the judge investi¬ 
gating foe allegations, about 
foe Monaco cheque and law¬ 
yers for Marseilles immed¬ 
iately demanded Beffy draw 
what they called “the right 
conclusions’ 1 . Their implica¬ 
tion appeared to be that Rob¬ 
ert could have been set up by 
Monaco and that Marseilles 
were not involved in foe 
bribery affair, as the dub has 
always claimed Sources said 
that enquiries showed the 
money from Monaco's cheque 
had never been drawn out of 
Robert's bank account 

The cheque was deposited 
on June 2 last year, less than 
two weeks after Valenciennes 
lost 1-0 to Marseilles and a few 
days before FFr250.000 in 
cash was found buried in the 
garden of Robert's aunt Rob¬ 
ert said he hid foe money there 
in panic after receiving it from 
Jean-Jacques Eydetie. foe 
Marseilles midfield player 
and a former team-mate. 

Monaco said their payment 
to Robert who they had 
earlier sold to Valenciennes, 
was part of an agreed compen¬ 
sation deal for accepting a 
transfer to a dub where his 
salary was substantially low¬ 
er. The French federation is 
holding a special hearing an 
Friday to take final disciplin¬ 
ary action in the Marseilles 
affair.

The Lifeline Express 
was the idea ot Sir John Wilson, an Englishman blind 
since schooldays who runs an international charity for 
tbe disabled. Travelling so the far-flung parts of rural 
India, die train offers die facilities of a modem 
hospitaL Tbe project depends on local sponsorship and 
the medics give their services free. Their workload is 
phenomenal But so is their workrate.

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Pressure on Smith to deliver big innings

FOR Robin Smith, there is 
more than a Test match at 
state here today — there is a 
career. When he walks out at 
St Johns. trying to prevent 
Brian Lara's role in this final 
Test becoming decisive as well 
as historic, the admonition of 
his manager wQJ be fresh in 
Smith's mind, the significance 
of the day unmistakable. 

Keith Fletcher, the England 
team manager, could not have 
been dearer in his message 
yesterday as he discussed the 
lean run that now threatens 
not only Smith's place as 
England's premier batsman 
but his place in the side: “He 


has got to be more focused an 
his job as a batsman," Fletcher 
said. “He has to be aware 
what comes first in his life.” 

Developing bis theme. 
Fletcher spoke of the commer¬ 
cial incentives that can distract 
the leading players of today 
and confirmed my view that 
Smith has been giving the 
fringe benefits rather too 
much attention. 

“There are a lot of money¬ 
making opportunities for play¬ 
ers with Robin'S profile and I 
think this has affected him.” 
Fletcher said- “He must be 
more one-eyed and ignore the 
things going on around him. f 
have mentioned it to him and 
he knows it but I don't think 
he is quite mentally straight 
yet." 


The timing of Fletchers 
comments, with Smith 68 not 
out and England, two wickets 
down, still 209 runs from 
saving tire follow-on, was care- 
folly considered. What Fletch¬ 
er. and his team, need more 
than anything, with two days 

to bat out for an honourable 
draw. Is a return to the 
inspirational commitment of 
Smith at his peak, a peak that 
has not been sighted for 
almost two years. 

At the start of the tour of 
India last year. Smith had a 
Test average of 5026. Since 
then, his 26 innings have 
produced only 737 runs at an 
average of 2835. In the same 
period, he has plummeted 
from second to below thirtieth 
hi the Coopers & Lybrand 


world rankings. These figures 
do not lie; he not only has half 
his old average, he has gener¬ 
ally looted half the player of 
old and Fletcher, whose ap¬ 
pointment coincided with the 
start of this decline, can no 
longer mask his frustrations. 

“By his own standards, 
Robin has had three poor 
series," he said. “Even the 
greatest players all had their 
bad patches, but this has gone 
on some time now. He is 
overdue some runs.” Nobody 
is more acutely aware of this 
than Smith himself, for he 
worries more deeply about his 
game than can be detected 
from his convivia] veneer. 

He knows that his solitary 
century in 33 innin gs came. 
against Sri Lanka. He knows 


— and bridles at it — that 
many believe he is only effect¬ 
ive in England, pointing for 
support to his home Test 
average of 52 by comparison 
with frie figure of 32 overseas. 

A century today would help 
him enormously and if his 
own plight, and England's, is 
insufficient, he could surely 
seek no greater motivation 
than the mmngs played by 
Lara. 

To say that Antigua was still 
agog yesterday is to state the 
obvious. They will not stop 
talking of Lara’s 375 on this 
island for years to come. Fbr 
future opponents hoping that 
this prodigious young man 
may never rival such deeds, 
Fletcher offered cold comfort. 
“He’ll get better once he 


tightens up his game a bit 
more.” was the backhanded 
compliment of an old pro. It 
was not however, that Fletch¬ 
er was unimpressed “He can 
destroy any attack.” he said. 
“From what I have seen, he 
most be the No 1 in the world." 

Next week, Lara is expected 
to play his first game for 
Warwickshire, but the delight 
in die West Midlands is not 
entirely shared by the Eng¬ 
land manager. *T would hap¬ 
pily go and watch him bat, any 
time, but if I am honest, I 
would rather he wasn’t play¬ 
ing county cricket because he 
wm team from it" he said.

Thorburn

Thorburn said. “If l was 23, I’d 
just put it down to experience 
and get an with things, but I’m 
46 and I’ve been around.

ing 4-2. 

For a player known as “The 
Grinder", due to his unshake- 
able resolve and steely tem¬ 
perament losing from such a 
position is unthinkable. 

Resuming on Monday with 
a 5-2 lead. Thorburn produced 
four flawless frames with 
breaks of 49, 89. 49 and a 
magnificent 139 clearance to 
supersede Billy Snaddon’s 137 
as the highest break of this 
year’s championship. 

Thorburn had an opportu¬ 
nity to complete victoty in the 
next frame, but even when he 
missed the brown, few could 
have envisaged what was to 
come. The squandered open¬ 
ing unsettled Thorburn and. 
without a break of more than 
46. Bond rallied to 7-9. 

In a sense, Thorburn was 
fortunate the match was sus¬ 
pended to allow the scheduled 
afternoon games' to begin on 
time. It was widely thought 
Bond's momentum would be 
broken and Thorburn would 
return with renewed vigour.
